of tomorrow and carrying his running mate 
Sewall with him. By a majority of 1Mina 
total vote of 1,318 delegates the friends of 
Bryan won in a sharply defined battle—the 


. gdection of Senator William A. Allen as 


permanent chairman. The speech which 
Chairman Allen made upon assuming con- 
trol of the convention solidified the Bryan 
franks. Mr. Allen drew a happy parallel 
between the political Napoleon of today and 
the great man whom he simulates. He 
said: 

“The great Frenchman made two fatal 
mistakes, which cost him his crown and his 
liberty. The one was when he crossed the 
Pyrenees into Spain, the other when he 
marched into Moscow. His punishment 
came when he met the allied forces under 
Wellington.”’ : 
The illustration of ‘‘allied forces’’ caught 
the audience and even those who were 
fearful of being swallowed up by demo- 
crats saw the fight through § different 
glasses,

the cheering rendered

ing attention he said: 

“Somewhere in this broad land in the 
great north, in the cotton blooming south, 
down by the gulf, on the Pacific coast or in 
the plateau of the Platte, there may be 
found today a Wellington who will lead 
the allied forces of the people on to victory 
in November.”’ 

For once the convention exhibited that 
enthusiastic spirit which thrills from soul 
to soul, and an epoch was marked in the 
popular history of America. These brave 
men who have gathered from all points of 
the union, sons of the soil and men upon 
Whose broad shoulders the integrity of the 
nation rests, cheered and marched and 
Went wild in the delirium which moves all 
great causes. : x 

But to the story. 

The contest of the past few days between 
the ‘middle of the road’’ men and those 
Who take a broader view of affairs took 
on such varying forms that but few be- 
lieved in the ultimate Mr. 
Bryan. 

In my dispatches I ventured the asser- 
tion that Bryan would “be nominated 
against all signs which seemed 
that he would be defeated. It was \.un- 
doubtedly true that the majority of the 
delegates were against his ncminatioh. 

More than that: A majority was comnitt- 
ted, as far as expression goes, to a third 
ticket. But on the other side stood/the 
Cause of patriotism backed by intelligence, 
Which made the existence of the populist 
Party possible. The party grew out of a 
Pratest of the common people against the 
abandonment of popular issues by the old 
Darties, one of which, the republican, was 
committed to boodle by complicity; the 
Other, the democratic, committed to it 
because social order was the price at 
Stake. 

But now the democracy has returned to 
its true mission. It has thrown the money 
Changers out of the temple, and nothing 
but the prejudices of some local campaigns 
Stand in the way of an alliance between 
both these forces representing the common 
People.

uS Cannot be estimated in a union of 
elections, suc@ as I suggest. When the 
electoral coileges meet there would be 

50 many republican electors, so many 

democrats and so many populists. The 

democrats would need votes. Then we 

could say to them: “‘What will you give 

us in the way of offices?” 
This shameless Statement that a campaign 
in which popular rights are at stake should 
be turned into one of partitioning out 
more offices was repeated about during the 
day and did much toward bringing about 
the satisfactory conditions in which the 
convention found itself at adjournment. 

When the convention came to order at 
10 o’clock there was noticeably present 
moving about with Debs buttons quite a 
sprinkling of such men as Chicago and Mil- 
waukee can turn out—men with no Amer- 
icanism in their hearts and no sense in 
their heads. 

That they were the paid agents of Han- 
na, present to appeal to the prejudices of 
labor so as to bring about a division in 
which the people would lose and McKinley 
would win, was beyond question. They 
were noisy, impertinent and aggressive, 
but all around sat that type of American 
who bides his time, and who will not be 
overrun by anarchism, nor dragged into 
a pit by fanaticism. These strong faced 
and true hearted men, some of Virginia 
and’ Maine, of Nebraska and Alabama, were 
the salt of the convention. They saved it 
today, and if they are equally successful 
tomorrow they will save it again. A desk 
a~ainst the main door of the auditorium 
this morning revealed the form of Geor- 
gia’s only Mel Branéh, who has been the 
acknowledged leader of the ‘“‘middle of the 
road” people. He carried a banner bear- 
ing the inscription of his faction, and as 
he marched around the hall with it, he 
was followed by the Georgians and Texans 
who are easily recognized as the irrecon- 
cilables of the convention. 

The demonstration was a failure, so 
much so that Senator Peffer, who was on 
the main stand, leaned back and laugh- 
ingly said: 

“Lord, lord, I haven’t seen more fun at a 
sheep-shearing.”’ 

Where Patriotism Wavereyi. 

The report of the committee on cr2den- 
tials, however, brought dismay to the con- 
seivatives, and joy to the hearts of the 
micdle-of-the-roaders. Several contests 
came in from Chicago and Milwaukee from 


socialists, who have nothing in common with 
the Americen idea of life. The committee 
reported in favor of seating the contéstants. 

As there men were naturally ‘‘middle-of- 
th2-road”’ men, interested in anything which 
promotes agitation and disturbs the public 
tranquillity, their cause was recognized as 
common, and upon it the first roll call of 
the convention was had. 

Texas threw her whole strength for seat- 
ing the Chicago socialists, as did Georgia 
and half of Alabama, When it was an- 
nounced that the socialists had won by a 
majority of forty-seven, the middle-of-the- 
road people took possession of the hall. 
Yancey Carter grabbed the Georgia banner 
and led the procession, in which. Texas fol- 
lowed with several other states. 

Chairman Butler looked crest-fallen, but 
Senator Peffer rallied by saying that he 
never gave up until the last dog was shot 
The Bryan people on the stage hurriedly 
advised an adjournment until tomorrow, 
hoping to regain their lost strength, but 
the ‘‘middle-of-the-road”’ 
way. They had won a victory, and they 
were determined to make the most of it. 
They challenged the Bryan people to: an- 
other show-down, and refused to agree to 
adjournment. 

During the confusion incident to all this 
Mr. Rublee Cole, one of the Wisconsin dele- 
gates, thrown out by the socialists, tells an 
interesting story. When his case came be- 
fore the convention he made a short ad- 
dress, in which he closed thus: : 

You may turn me out of this conven- 
tton and falsely record the vote of Wis- 
consin here, but I will appeal from your 
decision to the 150,000 free mn.of Wis- 
consin, who intend to vote for and elect 
Mr. Bryan in November, regardless of 
what action this convention may take. 

He made the following statement to me 
today: 

I have no objection to telling The 
Constitution my story, said he. I ama 
lawyer, a nephew of Mr. Horace Ru- 
blee, of The Milwaukee Sentinel. Up 
to the meeting of the republican conven- 
tion I belonged to that party, but its 
adoption of the gold standard drove 
me out and I affiliated with the popu- 
lists. I was elected to this convention. 
The trouble today was brought by a 
contest from the socialists of Milwaukee 
who wanted to be represented here in 
order to push their un-American views. 
Up to the day that Bryan was nomi- 
nated Mr. Shilling, now seated, wore a 
silver dollar charm on his watch chain 
to show his devotion to the cause of 16 
to 1. Upon that day he tore it off and 
now declares against it. I believed that 
the delegates of the south would stand 
by mein my contest with socialism here 
today. I have always looked upon 
southern men as chivalrous, but the 
delegates I have met from that section 
in this convention are not up to the 
standard of those whom I have previ- 
ously known. 

Bryan Sentiment Overwhelming. 
The ‘‘middle-of-the-road’’ people would 

not adjourn and the management was 
forced to proceed with order of the day, 
which was the work of permanent organi- 


zation. 

The name of Senator William V. Allen 
was reported for the permanent chairman- 
ship by the committee. He was a thor- 
ough Bryan partisan, and Carter and 
Branch, of Georgia, aided by Tracy and 
Osborne, of Texas, were determined that 
he should be defeated. To accomplish this 
they put in nomination the notorious so- 
cialist, James E. Champion, of Maine. 

The roll call was ordered amid the most 
intense excitement. The Bryan men had 
but little hope of winning, while the Geor- 
gia and Texas delegates paraded over the 
hall like turkey cocks in a well peopled 
barnyard. 

Alabama's vote showed a gain of six for 
the Bryan side.

I 
think it may be accepted as a fact that 
the vast majority of free silver believ- 
ers at this time are not open to con- 
viction. 

I was satisfied before we went to 
Chicago that nothing could be accom- 
plished in the direction of changing or 
modifying the free silver idea, and I 
said so.

All day the coroner and his jury were in 
session, and though several tleories have 
been advanced as to the cause of the mur- 
derous deed, no light has been thrown upon 
the tragedy. No eye witnesses were left to 
tell the story, and the secret will perhaps 
never be known. The ccroner’s inquest prac- 
tically revealed nothing that was not known 
yesterday. The evidence of witnesses show- 
ed that Berryman was drinxing when he 
left the shingle mill. It was also proven 
that Berryman had once before attempted 
to exterminate his family, but was deterred 
by the interference of neighbors who hap- 
pened upon the scene just in time to pre- 


vent him from executing his frightful deed.

Berryman had evidently called his family | 


together into the front room of the cottage, 
as they were found lying in a circle. It is 
Supposed he first began the work of ex- 
termination with a pocket knife, as the 
throats of two of the children had been 
gashed and cut with the keen blade. Find- 
ing the work slow with the knife, he seized 
his double-barrel shotgun and deliberately 
fired its contents into the brain of his wife. 
Reloading his weapon, he continued his 
deadly work of destruction until all had 
been killed. Loading the gun for the last 


time, he rushed to the door in his frenzy | 


and called to his nephew, who was passing, 
asking him to come in and see the final act 
in the tragedy. The kinsman passed on, 
laughing at what he supposed ‘was his 
uncle’s joke, 

Berryman ‘then entered the room and 
closed the door. Before him lay his entire 
family, wife and four children, weltering in 
their blood. The ghastly sight drove him 
to inhuman madness, and rushing to the 
bed, he placed the muzzle of the gun 
against his temple and pulled the trigger.

The com- 
mittee which recommended the sweeping 
cut, debated the course for nearly four 
hours before coming to a conclusion and 
agreement. The Seaboard has some strong 
points on its side in this fight. The terri- 
ble loss in revenue which must ensue in a4 
protracted war, made the presidents and 
managers quail before committing them- 
selves to that policy.

The Southern railway, with seemingly 
mo other object than that of destroying 
@n old ifi:e upon the Chesapeake Day, 
and incidentally a great system of rail- 
Toads, which furnishes ta the south 
about all the competition it has, has 
entered upon its task, and the Bay and 
Seaboard Air-Lines have concluded, and 
they could not do otherwise and retain 
their self-respect, to defend to the ut- 
most their interests, the interests of 
their stock and bondholders, and that 
of the people as well. 

The old lines upon the bay have ample 
facilities to handle all business that 
can possibly be offered for years to 
come; they have the sympathy and 
patronage of a business community in 
the east, north and south, with whom 
they have had most friendly relations 
for fifty years in the one case, and a 
less number in the other. These lines 
paying their stock and bondholders but 
very moderately, have offered to trans- 
act the business of the Southern upon 
precisely the same terms which they 
are transacting it for other lines, and 
one of these lires, the Merchants and 
Miners’, id the Southern’s. preferred 
line on business from Boston, but the 
Southern says no. What does it expect 
to do? It knows perfectly well that its 
mew line can but run at a loss to itself, 
and that by the running it can but 
cause loss to the others—and knowing 
this, what is its intent? Finding that 
it cannot purchase its stock, 
that it may control the Bay Line, it has 
seemingly proposed to ruin it, but with- 
out, perhaps, counting the cost—which 
can but run up into the millions, and 
with its own loss it will injure others. 
Experience at points where the South- 
ern controls natural vonnections dem- 
onstrates that if it should gain control 
of the line to Baltimore it would deny 
to its competitors the equal facilities 
which the Bay Line now offers to the 
Southern and all others. Large inter- 
ests in the east have pled with the 
Southern against such policy, and be- 
fore its line was put upon the bay, urg- 
ing them not to do it, and can it be that 
there are railroads, independent rail- 
roads, outside of Southern influence, 
willing under sach conditions to assist 
@ corporation, eager to control the 
south, by aiding them in their attack 
upon the Seaboard. I tell you, the peo- 
ple will not have it, in the days to 
come; whatever you may think today, 
they want and will insist upon their 
full rights to a competition, for which 
they have given rights of way; their 
good money, and to accomplish which 
they in times past have asked their 
legislatures to grant them charters. 
Shall it be the withdrwal of these 

‘steamers and the making of satisfac- 

tory throvgeh car arrangements, easily 

to be accomplished, and the saving of 
revenue thereby to the Southern and 
other lines, or shall it be the disrupting 
of all rates through thousands of miles 
of territcry, and the consequent loss 

to it of millions of revenue, with a 

mere speedy necessity for the reorgani- 

gation of its (the Southern’s) sysiem? 

The problem is theirs to solve, not ours. 

We do not fear either the problem or 

the Southern. Our cause is just, and 

gooner or later the right will prevail.

“It is infamous,” exclaimed Second Vice 
President Baldwin, of the Southern rail- 
Way, and the first vice president, Colonel 
iA. B. Andrews, looked angry. There were 
Many expressions of strong disapproval. 
Some said that it’was a foolish answer to 
make to a set of business men. A motion 
was made to appoint a committee of nine 
to map out a policy for the association to 
pursue, as it was evident that the Seaboard 
would not take out its cut on any moder- 
ate concession. The members of the board 
held that they had nothing to do with the 
Southern’s new line of steamers on the 
Chesapeake and that through car service 
was a matter between the Seaboard and 
the Atlanta and West Point and the Penn- 
Sylvania. 

Vice President Baldwin represented the 
Southern on the committee and Mr. Comer 
was there for the Central. The five mem- 
bers who called on Mr. St. John in the 
morning were also appointed. Their con- 
ference was secret. There was a long dis- 
cussion over methods. One chief objection 
to the policy of trying to wall up the Sea- 
board on either side or trying to confine 
@ reduction to the territory north of At- 
lanta was that the cities around here would 
not stand a higher relative rate than was 
granted Atlanta. 

“How are you going to maintain the 
rates?” asked ‘Mr. Whitney, of the Mer- 
chants and Miners. 

That was a very serious question, but 
finally it was agreed to recommend a 
sweeping cut of 80 per cent off everything 
from eastern points into Atlanta. This was 
adopted with the understanding that every 
line should charge. full locals beyond here 
and that western products should be ex- 
cepted from the cut. 

After the adoption of this the board ad- 
journed and last night most of the mem- 
bers left for their homes. 

All Lines Involved. 

“We knew the man we had to fight and 
we concluded that we might as well go at 
it in earnest,” said one of the members 
after the meeting. “‘The Seaboard is very 
unreasonable in its demands and in in- 
sisting on a war that will hurt innocent 
lines. There are four routes into Atlanta 


in order 


‘which must suffer—the Southern, the Sea- 


board, the Georgia and the Centra] through 
Savannah. The securities in the Central 
and the Southern are owned by the same 
parties very largely, hence the burden will 
be heavy on them. All the lines are bound 
to be involved sooner or later. 

“The lines from the west will have to meet 
these rates, or-trey will lose business 
which would go around by eastern ports 
and then come south. Parties who own the 
Southern also own large interests in the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Cincinnati 
Southern; hence, if the rates are reduced 
from the Ohio river points, the loss will 
be all the more severe. The south is in for 
@ terrible railroad war, and the transporta- 
tion companies will be set away behind 
unless they speedily end this. Our roads 
barely make their operating expenses and 
fixed charges now. If they throw away a 
Yew million dollars in this fight, you will 
see more than one line dangerously near a 
receivership. The lines which will be hurt 
are now earning about $1,000,000 a week, I 
should say roughtly, between them. Cut 
that down even 30 per cent, and where 
will they be in a few months? Money lost 


in this way never can be secured again. 
Gone once, it is gone forever. Sometime 
the lines will all have to get together and 
come to an agreement. Who will be first 
to cry enough, I cannot say, but all of us 
will be ready to call the war off at any time 
that the Seaboard takes out its cut. 

“It is unfortunate, but it is true that the 
rates never will be restored to where they 
are now. Mark my word.”’

POPULIST MORNING SESSION. 


Delegates Begin Work by Taking Off 
Coats and Vests. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 23.—The populists 
began to assemble in time for the morning 
session. They are men accustomed to 
early hours and they like to get together 
to discuss the political and financial ques- 
tion of the hour. The immediate and up- 
permost question, in their minds, is: 

Shall the convention keep to the mid- 
dle of the road, making its own plat- 
form and choosing its own candidates 
for president and vice president; shall 
it indorse or nominate the democratic 
nominees, or shall it take the middle 
course—indorse.. Bryan, nominate qa 
southern populist for vice president, or 
patch up some sort of terms by which 
that arrangement can be made prac- 
ticable and successful? 

Each plan has its own faction, determined 
to carry out its own plan, and to oppose 
any other plan, even to the extreme point 
of “bolting,” if the other plan be adopted. 

At ten minutes past 10 o’clock Senator 
Butler, of North Carolina, the temporary 
chairman, called the convention to order. 
At that time the body of the hall was 
about two-thirds full and there were prob- 
ably not 200 persons in the galleries. The 
deputy sergeants-at-arms set the example 
of laying aside coats and vests and moving 
around in shirt sleeves. Many of the dele- 
gates adopted a like costume. 

There were several women seated among 
the delegates. The Rev. Mr. Smith was se- 
lected to lead in prayer and he offered a 
short petition for “the blessing of the Al- 
mighty God on this convention, on its mem- 
bers and its proceedings. ‘May harmony, 
unity, fraternity and patriotism character- 
ize all its proceedings today.” 

The chairman called for the report of the 
committee on credentials, but that com- 
mittee was still unprepared to report and 
was given further time. 

The roll of states was then calied for, 
the names of committeemen on organiza- 


nees. That operation was slow and occu- 

pied much time. ' 
Coats Off and Fans in Motion. 

While it was going on more of the dele- 
gates took advantage of the opportunity 
to lay aside their coats and vests, for the 
heat was very oppressive and most of 
them fanned themselves with palm leaf 
fans, hats and partially folded newspapers. 
The Kansas delegates were conspicuous by 
the use of fans emblazoned with the 
golden sunflower. 

Among the conspicuous persons on the 
platform was Mr. Jesse Harper, of Kan- 
sas, who is said to have nominated Abra- 
ham Lincoln for the presidency in Chicago 
in 1860. Senator Stewart, of Nevada, was 
also on the platform seated between Sena- 
tors Allen, of Nebraska, and Kyle, of South 
Dakota, all of them strong advocates of 
the indorsement of Bryan and Sewall. 

The names of the proposed committee- 
men having sent in those on the permanent 
organization were requested to retire for 
consultation. 

While the call of committeemen was go- 
ing on there was a sudden outburst of 
cheering all over the hall. It was caused 
by the irruption of a small party of Texas 
delegates, headed by the two bearers of 
a banner inscribed.with the words: ‘‘Middle 
of the road; straight populist ticket.’’ 

A majority of the delegates rose and 
cheered and shouted and waved hats and 
fans and the spectators in the gallery join- 
ed in the shouts and cheering. From the 
gallery behind the stand a flight of blue 
cards descended, on which were priated a 
financial plank proposed for the middle of 
the road people by three Arkansas dele- 
gates—George M. Jackson, J. W. Rollisoa 
and Isaac McCracker. This plank is in the 
words: 

We demand a national treasury note 
issued by the general government re- 
ceivable for all public duties and a full 
legal tender payment of all debts, pub- 
and private, and loaned direct to the 
people through postal and other gov- 
ernmental banks, at cost, for the bene- 
fit of the people, and the purchase and 
coinage of such. amount of gold and 
silver bullion, at the ratio of 16 tol, as 
may be necessary to pay the debts of 
the government, which are made paya- 
ble in coin. 

We demand thatethe volume of money 
shall speedily increase to an amount 
necessary to transact the business of 
the country on a cash basis. 

Half an hour after the retirement of the 
committee on permanent organization a 
message was received from it, stating that 
committeemen -from nine states were 
absent. The chairman announced the fact 
to the convention and requested the ab- 
sentees to report immediately in the com- 
mittee room. At 11;35 o’clock the commit- 
tee on platform left the convention to meet 
at the Lindell hotel. 

Eugene Debs entered the convention and 
was greeted with applause. 

Convention Listens to Martial Music. 

While the convention was waiting pa- 
tiently for some committee to report, it 
was entertained by the band with a musi- 
cal medley of national and popwar airs, 
but, as usual, ‘“‘Dixie’’ was the only tune 
that awoke enthusiasm. 

A motion was made by Delegate Craw- 
ford, of Kansas, that the delegates to the 
silver convention be admitted to this con- 
vention on the presentation of their 
badges. The motion was greeted with 
hisses and shouts of ‘‘No, no.”’ It was modie 
fied by making it apply only to the gal- 
leries, but the galleries were assigned on 
tickets issued, and then, besides, there were 
counterfeit badges out. 

The chairman cut the Gordian knot by 
ruling the motion out of order on the 
ground that it would violate the contract 
made with the business men of St. Louis. 
The ruling was loudly applauded. 

A motion was made for an inquiry as 
to why there was so much delay in pre- 
senting the report of the committee on or- 
ganization, but a member of the commit- 
tee stated that the report was now being 
type written and would be presented as 
soon as possible. 

Mr. Washburn, of Massachusetts, offered 
the following resolution: 

Whereas, We are all populists and 
deprecate an attack which has appeared 
in some of the newspapers that there 
is a disposition on the part of any por- 
tion of this convention to refuse to 
abide by the action of the convention, 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we repudiate all such 
utterances -as a reflection of the fideli- 
ty of the members of this convention 
to the people’s party. 

Strong opposition was itmmediately de- 
veloped to this on the part of the south- 
ern delegates and the point of order was 
made that the convention, not yet being 
permanently organized, it was out of or- 
der. 

This was followed by a number of mo- 
tions and the chair became involved in a 
hopeless parliamentary tangle from which 
he finally extricated himself by declaring 
the motion tabled. 

A motion to take a recess until 8 o'clock 
met a Similar fate, although it was stated 
that the commitee on credenials could not 
be ready to report until that hour. 

Other motia@is to take a recess were 
voted down or ruled out of order in most 
instances without regard to parliamentary 
law, and then a song was given by a Mr. 
Phillips, of Missouri, and cries of ‘‘Loud- 
er’ and “Sit down” and derisive cheers, 
which drowned the singer’s voice. 

A motion to take a recess till 3 o’clock 
was finally successful,“ and the temporary 
chairman at 12:45 declared the convention 
adjourned until that hour.

United Press Tells of the Evening 


Session of Populists. 
St. Louis, July 23.—The convention as- 
sembled during the hottest of the hot day, 
3 o'clock. Most of the delegates set aside 
all idea of personal dignity or of the pro- 
prieties of the occasion and divested them- 
selves of coats, vests and shirt collars. 
The committee on credentials was sll 
not ready and the services of the band 
had to be again called into requisition to 
fil up the tedious time of waiting. 
It was half-past 3 o’clock when Senator 
Butler called the converition to order and 
stated that the committee on credentials 
was prepared to make a partial report. 
The Colorado case was then taken up, 
but was laid aside for an hour, or until 
the minority report should be ready. 

The Illinois casé was taken up. The rTe- 
port of the majority declares that the 
Taylor delegates from Cook county, IIli- 
nois, are not entitled to the seats and that 
the contestants are, 

The minority report is in favor of the 
Taylor delegates. 

Debate was limited to fifteen minut&s on 
each side. 

The vote was first taken on the minority 
report on the Cook county, Illinois case, 
that the Taylor delegates are entitled to 
the seats, the roll of states being called 
on the question. 

The vote was taken in the most extra- 
ordinary manner. Instead of voting aye 
or no on the question before them—the 
adoption of the minority report—most of 
the delegations voted upon both reports 
at the same time. 

It was found that there were cast: For 
the minority report seating the Taylor 
delegates from Cook county, 642 votes; for 
the majority report seating both delega- 
tions with a half vote, 665 votes. 

This result was announced by the chair 
(Mr. Weshburn, of Illinois, who had tem- 
porarily relieved Senator Butler) amid a 
scene of great confusion. It was stated 
by the chair in reply to a question that the 
Illinois delegations had voted on their own 
case though no oné had heard Illinois 
called. It was incidentally disclosed dur- 
ing the roll call that the vote of Louisiana 
had been increased by the committee on 
credentials from 15 to 32 without any re- 


port being made in regard thereto. 


Under Elastic Rules. 

The roll call also gave public informa- 
tion for the first time of the number of 
votes assigned each state under the elastic 
rules of the convention. The voting 
strength of each state was as follows:

The challenge was eventually withdrawn 
and the majority report was declared adopt- 
ed, seating both delegations from Cook 
county. ‘ 

The vote having been announced, the IIli- 
nois delegates withdrew for consultation. 

The next contest was that from the 
state of Maine, but the contestants with- 
drew their claim. The next contest was 
that from the state of Wisconsin; five 
minutes was allowed to each side for the 
presentation of its case. 

The minority report (to seat Cole instead 
of Isaacs) was voted down and the ma- 
jority report (giving the seat to Isaacs) was 
adopted. 

The report from the committee on per- 
manent organization was about to be pre- 
sented when points of order were made 
that the committee on credentials had the 
right of ‘way until its full report was 
made. The chairman (Mr. Washburn, of 
Massachusetts,) overruled these objections 
and amid uproar announced that Mr. Cox, 
of Virginia, chairman of the committee 
on permanent organization, had the floor. 
Mr. Cox stated the recommendations of the 
committee, the name of Senator Allen, of 
Nebraska, being reported as permanent 
cheirman. (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 

The minority report was then read, pre- 
senting the name of Jamvs E. Campion, 
of Maine, as permanent chairman, (Cheers 
and applause from the adherents of the 
“middle of the road’ section of the con- 
vention.) 

Mr. Brown, of Massachusetts, moved to 
lay on the table both the majority and mi- 
nority reports until the adoption of rules 
by the convention. 

The question was put by Senator Butler, 
who had gesumed the chair, and he decid- 
- that the motion to lay on the table was 
ost, 

The convention then, at 7715 o'clock, be- 
gan to vote by states on the adoption of 
the majority report—Allen for permanent 
chairman—the utmost confusion prevailing. 

Late twilight had come when the clerk 
proceeded to call the states, and with the 
prevalent turmoil and uproar that was a 
slow process. It was almost dark before 
the result of the voting in the first half 
dozen states was obtained, and it looked as 
if the vote could not be completed tonight 
and as if the convention would be com- 
pelled to adjourn on account of the ab- 
sence of light. But to the surprise of all 
the electric current was turned on at 7:30, 
and there was no more difficulty in that 
connection, although not half the arc 
lights in the building were in order. 

The vote was announced at 8:05 p. m. as: 
For Allen, 768; for Campion, 664; for Don- 
nelly, 1. ‘ 

As soon as the vote was announced the 
Bryan section of the convention broke out 
into a wild , Shout of triumph, delegates 
Standing up &and vociferating and waving 
hats and fans and again a procession of 
guidon bearers took up the march through 
the convention hall, yelling demoniacally. 
The band took part in the performance with 
the strains of ‘‘Hail Columbia’ and other 
patriotic airs 

The bedlamite uproar, which even the 
singing of the doxology by a score of en- 
thusiasts, did not affect, lasted over ten 
minutes, and did not cease until after 
there were shouts for the police caused by 
a dispute about seats among the mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation, 

Finally at 8:20 some degree of order was 
restored when Mr. Watkins, of California, 
stepped to the platform and said that the 
Campion men (of whom he was one) had 
fought a grand fight and had been square- 
ly whipped and now he moved to make the 
nomination of Senator Allen unanimous. 

The motion was adopted with a whoop. 

Senator Allen was escorted to the chair 
by Lafe Pence, “Cyclone” Davis and Ig- 
natius Donnelly, and was greeted with 
cheers. 

To Confer with Silver Men. 

Senator Butler moved the appointment of 
a committee of twenty-five delegates to 
confer tonight or tomorrow with a confer- 
ence committée of the silver convention, 
whose honored president now occupied a 
seat on the platform, (Shouts of ‘No! no! 
adjourn!’’) 

Mr. Branch, of Georgia, moved to lay 
the motion on the table. That motion was 
voted’ down and Senator Butler’s motion 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Burnham, of Iowa, offered a resolu- 
tion for the appointment of a committee of 
one delegate from each state to consider 
and report in what manner the peopie’s par- 
ty can co-operate with other parties on the 
question of free coinage of silver. Referred 
to the committee on rule. 

The report of the committee on rules was 
then presented and read, but without 
action on it the convention, at eight min- 
utes past 10 o’clock, adjourned until to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock. 


PREPARING POPULIST PLANKS. 


— —— 


Platform and Preamble Will Probably 


Be Passed on Today. 

St. Louis, July 23.—The committee on 
resolutions, appointed by the populist con- 
vention, assembled at 12:30 o’clock at the 
Lindell hotel and was called to order by 
General James B. Weaver, of Iowa. 

General Weaver and James S. Kearby, 
of Texas, were placed in nomination for 
chairman. General Weaver won the chair- 
manship by a majority of one, the vote 
being 22 to 21. 

Robert Schilling, of Wisconsin, was 
made secretary of the committee. After 
some discussion relative to the method of 
procedure it was decided to authorize the 
chairman to appoint a sub-confmittee of 
twenty-five members to construct a plat- 
form and report to the full committee. 
The chair was also authorized to divide 
this committee into sub-committees of 
three each, on preamble, finance, transpor- 
tation, land and one on direct taxation. 
These committees will be reported to the 
full committee at 3 o’clock p. nt., to which 
time a recess was taken. 

The various sub-committees got together 
at 9 o’clock tonight for the purpose of put- 
ting their planks into a harmonious whole. 

The preamble will reaffirm the declara- 
tions of the Omaha platform. The finan- 
cial plank, as reported to the full commit- 
tee, and as it will be reported to the con- 
vention tomorrow, is as follows: 

1,.We demand a national currency 
safe and sound, issued by the general 
government only, a full legal tender for 
all debts, public and private, and re- 
ceivable for ali debts due the govern- 
ment and that without the use of bank- 
ing corporations; a just, equitable and 
efficient means of distribution direct to 
the people through the lawful disburse- 
ments of the government. 

. We demand the free and unre- 
stricted coinage of silver ond gold at 
South Dakota 15, Virginia 20, Utah 2, 
Washington 17, Wisconsi:u 9, Arizona 2, 
Indian rritory 4, District of Colum- 
ay ‘Total 196 s 


| the present legal ratio of 16 to 1 by the 

United States and that without waiting 
the consent of foreign nations. 

3. We demand that the volume of the 
circulating medium be speedily incKeas- 
ed to an amount sufficient to meet the 
demands of the business and population 
of this country and to restore the level 
of prices and labor and production, and 
thereby re-establish the prosperity and 
happiness of the people. - 

4. We denounce the democratic and 
republican policies that seek to enslave 
our people by the issuance of interest- 
bearing United States bonds to be sold 
on English and foreign markets and 
steadfastly adhere to an American poli- 
cy that will produce revenue sufficient 
to maintain legitimate and economic 
expenses. 

5. We demand such legislation as will 
prevent the demonetization of the law- 
ful money of the United States by pri- 
vate contract. 

6. We demand that the government in 
payment of its obligations shall use 
its option as to the kind of lawful 
money in which it shall pay them, 
and we denounce the present and pre- 
ceding administration for surrendering 
this option to the holders of govern- 
ment obligations. 

7. We demand a proper income tax to 
the end that aggregated wealth shall 
bear its just proportion of taxation. 

8 We demand that postal savings 

banks be established by the govern- 

ment for the safe deposit of the sav- 
ings of the people and to facilitate ex- 
change. 
The direct legislation plank is as follows: 
We hold that all governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, and in order that the 
coasent of the governed may be ascer- 
tained, we are in favor of 
direct . legislation under proper 
constitutional safeguards so. that 
the citizens shall have the _ right 
of initiating, framing ~and _ proposing 
laws and of compelling the submission 
thereof, and of all important laws, 
whether proposed by national, state or 
local legisle.tures, to a direct vote of the 
people fcr their approval or rejection, 
The preamble was discussed in committee 
for upward of an hour. A number of 
propositions were submitted and it re- 
quired careful generalship on the part of 
General Weaver, the committee’s leading 
Spirit, to weld this mass cf raw material 
into a prelude that was neither too long 
nor too radical. This preamble will reaf- 
firm the adherence of the convention to 
the principles of the people’s party as enun- 
ciated at Omaha July 4, 1892; will declare 
that the two old parties have brought the 
country to financial ruin; call attention 
to the fact that four years ago the popu- 
lists predicted the complete surrender of 
the government to corporate power, a con- 
dition which is now apparent to all. 

It further states that ‘‘while as a nation 
we claim to have political power, we must 
regain cur financial prestige before we 
assume our place as a free and independent 
nation.” 

lt also declares that European money 
changers have shaped legislation and been 
more potent than the voice of the Ameri- 
can people; that executive power and pa- 
tronage have been used to corrupt legisla- 
tors and defeat the will of the people; that 
plutocracy has been thereby enthroned on 
the ruins of the democracy. The preamble 
concludes with a recommendation for 
the adoption of the platform submitted to 
the end that the government fathers may 
be restored and the welfare of the coun- 
try and posterity may be secured. 

The platform will also contain the usual 
populist plank favoring government con- 
trol of railways and telegrapns and 
specifically declaring in favor of foreclos- 
ing the government mortgages on the 
Union Pacific railway with a view to test- 
ing the practicability of this idea. 

The plank relating to public lands pro- 
hibits alien ownership and provides that 
the unearned land grants of the Pacitic 
and other railways shall revert to the 
government to be held for bona fide set- 
tlers. The sub-committee adopted a resolu- 
tion providing for the election of United 
States senators by a direct vote of the 
people and it is believed that the full com- 
mittee will at tomorrow's meeting incor- 
porate it as one of the planks in the plat- 
form, The only planks which the sub-com- 
mittee agreed upon tonight were those 
relating to finance, public lands, trans- 
portation and direct legislation. These were 
the only subjects referred to the sub- 
committee. Such subsidiary questions as 
woman’s suffrage, prohibition, home rule in 
the territories, etc., will be considered by 
the full committee when it meets at 10 
o’clock in the mornin.

MISSISSIPPI WON THE FIGHT. 


Insurance Companies Are Found Guil- 
ty as Charged. 

Meridian, Miss., July 23.—(Special.)—The 
state has won the cases against the insur- 
ance companies, 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, as 
charged this afternoon, and a very short 
trial came to an end. 

The taking of testimony was finished 
yesterday afternoon and argument was be- 
gun upon the opening of court this morning. 
Arguments were made in behalf of the 
Stite by District Attorney Byrd and in be- 
half of the insurance companies by Messrs. 
‘Miller and Baskin. The argument was fin- 
ished this afternoon and after being out 
only a few minutes a verdict of guilty as 
to two indictments was returned, four 
others having been quashed. 

The cases will be appealed to the su- 
preme court of the state and appeal bonds 
will be filed at once. If the judgment of 
the lower court fs affirmed by the higher 
tribunal the result will be disastrous to 
the insurance companies, as they will 
either be forced to retire.from the state or 
sever connection with the Southesestern 
Tariff Association, 


BRYAN GETS DAVIS, OF TEXAS. 


Indications Are That He Will Be Nom- 
inated by the Pops. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 23.—The conference 
committees of the two conventions will 
meet at an early hour tomorrow morning. 

The silver convention committee was or- 
ganized by the selection of Mr. G. W. Bak- 
er, of California, as chairman, and two or 
three sessions have been held, at which 
the subject matter committed to it was 
discussed. At midnightt the indications 
were favorable for the committee to find 
very little, if anything, to do when it meets 
—that its work will have been largely an- 
ticipated by the developments of tonight. 

Constant inroads have been made upon 
the anti-Bryan forces in the populist par- 
ty, and after it was learned that the North 
Carolina delegation, under the leadership 
of Senator Butler, temporary chairman of 
the convention, had practically decided not 
to further oppose the nomination of the 
democratic candidate for president and not 
to bolt the convention in case the majority 
also placed Mr. Sewall in nomination for 
the vice presidency, the way was easy for 
the apostles of the Bryan movement to se- 
cure the support of other southern dele- 
gations for their programme. 

The last to come into line was Texas. 
After midnight “Cyclone” Davis said the 
probabilities were that the nomination of 
Bryan would be made without serious oppo- 
sition in the convention. The Texas dele- 
gation was in session until long after mid- 
night discussing various propositions re- 
lating to their action in the convention, 
but no conclusion was reached.

STILVER’S CONVENTION 


Free Coinage Men Have Decided To 
Indorse Bryal. = 


MRS. HELEN M. GOUGAR SPEAKS 


Pleads for a Coalition Between Silver 
Men and Prohibitionists, 


STRONG OBJECTIONS, tOWEVER, ARE RAISED 


Vice Chairman Towne Makes an Elo- 
quent Address—Convention Will 
Probably Adjourn Today. 


St. Louis, July 23.—The committee on res- 
olutions of the silver vention com- 
pleted its work this afternoon by adopt- 
ing the platform and address to the peo- 
ple which had been prepared by the sub- 
committee. The platform and address are 


as follws: oe we 

The national silver party oO mer 
in companion assembled, hereby adopts 
the following declaration of principles: 

First—The paramount issue at this 
time in the United States is indisputa- 
bly the money question. It is between 
the British gold standard, gold bonds 
and bank currency on the one side and 
the bimetallic standard, no bonds, gov- 
ernment wg eager 4 and an American 

, on the otner. 

Pon this issue we declare ourselves to 
be in favor of a distinctively American 
financial system. We are unalterably 
opposed to the single gold standard, 
and demand the immediate return to 
the constitutional standard of gold and 
silver, by the restoration this gov- 
ernment, independently of any foreign 
government, of the unrestricted coinage 
of both gold and silver into standard 
money at the ratio of 16 to 1, and upon 
terms of exact equality as they existed 

rior to 1873; the silver coin to be of 
ull legal tender, equally with gold, for 
all debts and duties, public and private, 
and we demand such legislation as will 
prevent for the future the destruction 
of the legal tender quality of any kind 
of money by private contract. 

We hold that the power to control 
and regulate a paper currency is insep- 
arable from the power to coin money, 
and hence that all currency intended to 
circulate as money should be issued 
and its volume controlled b the gen- 
eral government only and ould be a 
legal tender. , 

e are unalterably opposed to the 
issue by the United States of interest- 
bearing bonds in time of peace, and 
we denounce as a blunder worse than 

a crime the present treasury policy, 
concurred in by a republican house, of 
plunging the country into debt by hun- 
dreds of millions in the vain attempt 
to maintain the gold standard by bor- 
rowing gold; and we demand the pay- 
ment of all coin obligations of the 
United States, as provided by existing 
laws, in either gold or silver coin, at 
the option of the creditor. 

The demonetization of silver in 1873 
enormously increased the demand for 
gold, enhancing its purchasing power 
and lowering all prices measured by 
that standard: and since that unjust 
=nd indefensible act the prices of Amer- 
ican products have fallen upon an av- 
erage nearly 50 per cent, carrying down 
with them proportionately the money 
value of other forms of property. 

Buch fall of prices has destroyed the 
profits of legitimate industry, injuring 
the producer for the benefit of the non- 
producer, increasing the burden of the 
debtor, swelling the gains of the cred- 
itor, paralyzing the productive ener- 
gies of the American people, relegating 
to idleness vast numbers of willing 
workers, sending the shadows of de- 
spair into the home of the honest toil- 
er, filling the land with tramps and 
paupers and building up colossal fort- 
unes at the money centers, 

In the effort to maintain the gold 
standard the country has, within the 
last two years, in a time of profound 
peace and plenty, been loaded down 
with $262.000,000 of additional interest- 
bearing debt under such circumstances 
as to allow a syndicate of native and 
foreign bankers to realize a net profit 
of millions on a single deal. 

It stands confessed that the gold 
standard can only be upheld by so de- 
pleting our paper currency as to force 
the prices of our products below the 
European, and even below the Asiatic, 
level, to enable us to sell in foreign 
markets, thus aggravating the very 
evils of which our people so bitterly 
complain, degrading American labor 
and striking at the foundations of our 
civilization itself. 

The advocates of the gold standard 
persistently claim that the cause of our 
distress is overproduction; that we have 
produced so much tht it made us poor, 
which implies that the true remedy {is 
to close the factory, abandon the farm 
and throw a multitude of people out 
of emplovment—a doctrine that leaves 
us unnerved and disheartened and abso- 
lutely without hope for the future. 

We affirm it to be unquestioned that 
there can be no such economic para- 
dox as overproduction and at the same 
time tens of thousands of our fellow- 
citizens remaining half clothed and 
half fed, and who are piteously clam- 
— for. the common necessities of 
ife, 

Over and above all other questions of 
policy, we are in favor of restoring to 
the people of the United States the time- 
honored money of the constitution—gold 
and silver, not one, but both—the money 
of Washington and Hamilton, and Jef- 
ferson and Monroe and Jackson and 
Lincoln, to the end that the American 
people may receive honest pay for an 
honest product; that the American 
debtor may pay his just obligations in 
an honest standard, and not in a dis- 
honest and unsound standard appre- 
ciated 100 per cant in purchasing power, 
and no appreciation in  debt-paying 
power, and to the end, further, that 
silver standard countries may be de- 
prived of the unjust advantage they 
now enjoy, in the difference in exchange 
between gold and silver—an advantage 
which tariff legislation cannot overconie. 

We, therefore, confidently appeal to 
the people of the United States to hold 
in abeyance all other questicns, how- 
ever important, and even momentous 
they appear, to sunder, if need be, all 
former party ties and affiliations. and 
unite in one supreme effort to free them- 
selves and their children from the domi- 
nation of the money power—a power 
more destructive than any which has 
ever been fastened upon the civilized 


men of any race or in any age 
upon thé consummation of our 4 ;

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The Populists’ Opportunity. 

One of the features of the populist con- 
vention is the appearance among the 
delegates and on the floor of the con- 
vention of the agents and drummers of 
the McKinley-Hanna trust. The trust 
being a business affair altogether, 
operated by three well-known men, and 
involving the selfish interests of foreign 
bankers and domestic speculators in 
gold, it is natural to suppose that it 
woud baye its paid agents at St. Louis 
armed with the most convincing “argu- 
ments” to show the populist delegates 
that their interest and the interest of 
their party lies in promoting the election 
of McKinley and the success of the 
trust operated by Mark Hanna, though 
of course they approach this end by the 
indirect argument of opposition to 
Bryan. 

That these agents of the gold trust are 
on hand at St. Louis there can be no 
room for doubt, but The Constitution 
takes leave to express its conviction 
that the populists who are in St. Louis 
representing their party cannot be 
bought. We make this assertion in the 
face of the fact that the extraordinary 
position occupied by some of the south- 
ern delegates would lead to the supposi- 
tion that they have been brought in 
familiar contact with the agents of the 
McKinley-Hanna trust, and that they 
are opposing Bryan and Sewall solely 
for the purpose of promoting the suc- 
cess of the gold party. 

We do not believe that these men have 
been or can be bought, but we do be- 
lieve that their attitude can be ex- 
plained on no other ground than that 
they are representing the office seekers 
of their party rather than the patriotic 
views and desires of the men who left 
the democratic party because they re- 
sented its failure to carry out certain 
necessary and desirable reforms which 
are emphasized in the Chicago platform. 

We submit that at this time the suc- 
cess Of democratic principles—the very 
principles, too, which the populists favor 
—is of more importance to the people 
and to the country than the ambition 
of any office seeker, whether he be a 
democrat or a populist. Speaking for 
itself, The Constitution is not in favor 
of the election of Bryan simply because 
he is a man of ability, or because he is 
eloquent, but simply and solely because 


he is pledged by his whole record and | 


career to carry out the principles of 
Jeffersonian democracy that are neces- 
sary to the welfare and prosperity of 
the people. 

The whole contention of southern pop- 
ulists has been, not that democratic 
principles are objectionable, but that 
the office seekers in the democratic 
party have allowed undemocratic ele- 
ments to dictate platforms and nomi- 
nate candidates. 

It is admitted by leading populists that 
the platform on which Bryan and Sewall 
were nominated contains the essence 
and substance of Jeffersonian democ- 
racy, but some of them say they will 
not support the candidates because, for- 
sooth, principles are less important than 
the populist organization! Principles 
were more important to them than the 
democratic organization, but they now 
say, in effect, that it will never do to 
jeopard the populist organization or 
sacrifice it to a principle. 

That is the substance of the argument 
made by those at St. Louis who, call 
themselves “middle of the road” men, 
and who are resisting the patriotic de- 
mands of the populist leaders of the 
west and northwest that the party fall 
in line with the democrats at this crisis 
and thus make sure the success of those 
fundamental principles that will insure 
a return of prosperity to the country, 
and put an end to the spoliation which 
the people have been made the victims 
of. No sincere man, no patriot, no real 
friend of the people, can understand the 
attitude of these delegates at St. Louis 
who are now pretending to believe that 
the populist organization is more im- 
portant than the fundamental princi- 
ples set farth in the democratic plat- 
form. 

We shall not at this time subject their 


- atin 


attitude to analysis. It is only neces 
sary to say that they do not represen! 
the rank and file of their party who are 
now, and ever have been, less interested 
in the success of individual office seek 
ers than they are in the success of those 
principles which are aptly caHed demo- 
cratic because they involve not the 
greatest good of the greatest number, 
but the greatest good of all the people. 
The term “democratic” is a party name 
only because the principles it stands 
for represent the hopes, aspirations and 
interests of the common people. 

There are not in Georgia nor in the 
south a hundred populist voters who 
have any dispute with democratic prin- 
ciples. This being so, we have no sort 
of doubt as to where they will stand in 
this campaign, and, hence, we are not 
seriously concerned as to the result at 
St. Louis. 

‘The masses of the people of this coun- 
try cannot be turned from their purpose 
to support Bryan and Sewall. The is- 
sue is so plain and 8o important that no 
sensible man can fail to understand it, 
and no patriotic man can hesitate to 
cast his ballot for the democratic can- 
didates.

Socialists and Anarchists for Gold. 

The following significant dispatch is 
worthy of more than passing atten- 
tion: 


San Francisco, July 21.—The California 
socialist labor convention has adopted 
a platform protesting against the free 
coinage of silver on the ground that 
such action would be class legislation, 
inasmuch, as alleged, it would benefit 
the debtor class at the expense of the 
capltalists. The platform declares that 
free silver would not benefit the labor- 
ing men as wage earners, as they are 
not, as a rule, debtors. 


And soit goes! While the organs of the 
gold party are clamoring against the 
democrats and denouncing them as so- 
cialists and anarchists, the real social- 
ists and anarchists of the country are 
giving in their adhesion to the gold 
Standard and uniting their forces with: 
those who favor dear money and pov- 
erty prices. 

We are not inclined to exaggerate the 
number and influence of the California 
socialists, or the number and influ- 
ence of the men who follow the red an- 
archist flag of John Most. Whether 
they be few or many, the significance 
of their action lies in the fact that 
they have allied themselves with the 
gold party. They are for the gold 
standard, but the reasons why they sup- 
port it are entirely different from those 
that influence the money sharks and the 
gold speculators. These interests favor 
the gold standard ‘because it has 
doubled the value of debts and interest, 
and doubled the riches of those who 
deal in money. 

The anarchists and socialists are for 
the gold standard because the burdens 
that it places on the resources of the 
people breed discontent, uprisings, 
strikes, riots, and all manner of social 
and political chaos and confusion. The 
anarchist and socialist leaders  in- 
Stinctively know that whatever finan- 
cial or economic system tends to grind 
and rob the struggling masses of this 
republic—that tends to make the rich 
richer and the poor poorer, is sure, in 
the end, to be productive of lawlessness 
and disorder and lead to all sorts of 
wild experiments. 

Therefore they are opposed to the 
restoration of silver and in favor of 
the gold standard because they recog- 
nize in that system a prolific breeder of 
all the evils that tend to strengthen 
the hands and promote the ultimate suc- 
cess of anarchy and socialism. They 
know that the democratic demand for 
the restoration of silver is not in the 
nature of an experiment, but a return to 
the system established by the wise and 
patriotic founders of the republic. 

The anarchists and socialists know 
that in a period of growing prosperity 
their schemes have no chance of recog- 
nition. Whoever heard of an anarchist 
in this republic until after the gold 
standard began to oppress the producers 
and filch the wages from labor? There 
is not an anarchist in the land today 
but was invited or bred here by the 
deplorable conditions cremted by the 
gold standard—by the scarcity and dear- 
ness of the money of redemption. 

The place of those who oppose anar- 
chists and socialists and their doctrines 
is in the democratic party. 


How Free Labor Has Suffered. 

Without a single exception the present 
convict lessees declare that just as 
soon aS their contracts with the state of 
yeorgia expire they intend to abandon 
the employment of convict labor alto- 
gether. 

So thoroughly convinced are the les. 
sees that free labor can be employed 
on better terms than convict labor, and 
so dissatisfied have they become with 
the obligations entailed upon them by 
the leaSe act, that no reduction which 
the state may see fit to make on the 
basis of a new contract when the pres- 
ent lease expires will be sufficient to 
entice them into signing another lease 
contract. 

The experience of seventeen years has 
been enough for the convict lessees. 
There is not a Single one of them, per- 
haps, who would not be glad of a chance 
to get rid of his contract right now 
without waiting for its legal expiration. 
Under the terms of the lease act, how- 
ever, this cannot ‘be done, and the les- 
sees have no choice but to work the state 
convicts until the statutory limit of 
twenty years has expired. 

What accounts for this restless feeling 
of discontent which prevails among the 
convict lessees? Expressed in a nut- 
shell, it is simply the product of hard 


| times and is due to nothing more or 
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ess than existing financial conditions, 

But how is this explained? There is 
nothing complicated or difficult about 
the explanation. In a very few words, 
tt is this: Under the operation of the 
single gold standard the value of free 
labor has steadily diminished. Men 
who once commanded good salaries for 
their work can be employed at the pres- 
ent time for almost nothing. In many 
cases the earning capacity of these men 
has increased. Some of them are older, 
stronger and better equipped for work, 
and yet the wages which they receive 
are smaller, in some cases by almost one- 
half, than those which’ they received a 
short while back. 

Financial conditions, therefore, have 
brought about such a reduction in the 
value of free labor within the last few 
years that convict labor has ceased to 
offer any superior advantages on the 
basis of economy. 

It only goes to show that free labor 
has decreased in value to such an ex- 
tent, under the operation of the gold 
Standard, that a free laboring man can 
be employed with greater profit to the 
lessees than a convict. 

Such facts as these cannot be ignored. 
When the lease contract was signed, 
over seventeen years ago, free labor was 
then commanding good wages and could 
not be employed with as much profit 
on a large scale as convicts. 

Ought there not to be a change in the 
policy which has brought about such a 
condition as this? Instead of perpetuat- 
ing misery and privation in the 
continuance of a single gold standard, 
the country should return to the demo- 
cratic policy of bimetallism. Such a 
return will restore American labor to 
its former position of dignity and 
honor.

What Ingalls Thinks of Bryan. 

Though John J. Ingalls, of’ Kansas, is 
not perhaps a statesman, in the patriotic 
and profound use of that term, every one 
Will admit that he is something of a 
politician. 

Discussing the nomination of William 
J. Bryan, a few days ago, Mr. Ingalls 
said: 


I am personally acquainted with Mr. 
Bryan, the democratic nominee, and I 
have been impressed with the fact that 
he is a somewhat stronger man than 
Some of our friends have supposed. He 
is earnest, energetic, a splendid orator, 
and has a record of a clean domestic 
life. The fact that he is the youngest 
man ewer nominated and that he is a 
poor man, together with his sudden 
rise to prominence, all combine to arouse 
sentiment in his favor. 


Mr. Ingalls is not the only republican 
who is satisfied in his own mind that 
Mr. Bryan has a magnificent fighting 
chance in the campaign, but he is about 
the only one who has had the courage 
to come out squarely and say so. 

More eloquent thin any mere declara- 
tion of words, however, has been the 
attitude of the republicans within the 
last few weeks and the desperation 
which ¢hey have shown in circulating 
campaign literature. 

Mr. Ingalls calls attention to this 
enormous supply of documents and gives 
it as his opinion that only a few votes 
can be gained from ‘this method of 
electioneering. He recognizes the fact 
that eloquence is to be the motive power 
of this campaign and that unless the re- 
publicans can muster up orators they 
will stand but little chance of succeed- 
ing in November. 

In this connection, Mr. Ingalls says: 


I very much fear that some of the 
republicans are making a grave mistake 
in advocating a greater use of pam- 
phlets and a corresponding curtailing 
of stump speeches. The farmers of our 
great west have been reading pain- 
= ‘ts for twenty years, and they have 

een getting poorer every year. These 
men, as well as the wage earners, are 
far from satisfied—in fact, I do not 
know of any other time when there has 
bean such general dissatisfaction. For 
years these men have been voting with 
their party, be it democrat or republican, 
andall thetime haveseen their farms 
steadily decrease in value and have heard 
the explanation on one side that it was 
due to free trade and on the other that 
it might be attributed to protection. 


Mr. Ingalls virtually admits the fact 
that something is wrong in the admin- 
istration of our finances, or such a 
picture as the one which he describes 
with such a graphic pen could not 
possibly be true to life. 

If such a condition prevails in Kan- 
sas, that state will inevitably vote the 
democratic ticket-in November. Mr. 
Ingalls is alive to this fact, and possibly 
for this reason he prefers to say as 
little as possible for the republican 
ticket in this campaign. 

The Situation Analyzed. 

In the presidential election this year 
the populists will poll somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 1,500,000 votes. 

The strength of the party organiza- 
tion, though not smali by any means in 
this section, is largely confined to the 
western states. 

In Kansas, Nebraska, Washington, 
South Dakota, Oregon, Montana and 
Colorado the populists comprise a ma- 
jority of the voting population. 

Independent of whatever action the 
St. Louis convention may take, the 
western populists will vote squarely 
with the democrats in this election. 
Bryan, therefore, is reasonably sure of 
the western states whether or not the 
populists indorse him in St. Louis this 
week. In the southern states the pop- 
ulists, as a rule, are in favor of Bryan; 
and, though some may refuse to vote 
the ticket, it will make but little differ- 
ence, as this section is overwhelmingly 
democratic. 

Of the western states, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, Nevada, North and South Dakota, 
Washington, “vyoming. Utah and Kan- 
saS may safely relied upontovote the 
democratic ticket in this election. 

In 1892 the vote of California was as 
follows: Democrats, 111,944; populists, 
51,304; republicans, 118,149. If the same 
total vote is polled this year, it will re- 
quire only 5,000 populist votes to put 
the state in, the democratic column. 
There can be no doubt, therefore, as to 
California. 


| In the same election the vote of Min- | 
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nesota was as follows: Democrats, 
53,579; populists, 87,031; republicans, 
122,823. If the same total vote is cast 
this year, the democrats and populiste 
combined would have a majority of 
nearly 20,000. But there will be very 
large gains in Minnesota on account of 
republican disaffection. Minnesota, 
therefore, can be reasonably counted on 
to vote the democratic ticket in this 
election. y 

In 1892 the presidential vote in Mon- 
tana stood: Democrats, 10,714; popu- 
lists, 15,505; republicans, 18,815. With 
the same total vote this year it will take 
but a little more than 8,000 populist 
votes to give the democrats a majority. 
As the Montana populists are over- 
whelmingly for Bryan, this state can 
also be put down in the democratic 
column. 

In Idaha the presidential vote for 
1892 stood: Democrats, 7,057; populists, 
7,021; republicans, - 8,599. With the 
same total vote this year, only 1,600 
populist votes will be required to give 
the democrats a majority. 

In none of these calculations has the 
disaffection of western republicans been 
taken into account. This should not be 
overlooked, however, as it will add a 
large number of votes to the democratic 
ticket and make the assurance of success 
doubly sure. 

So far as the states of Iowa, Indiana, 
Ohio, Illinois and Wisconsin are con- 
cerned, these will undoubtedly furnish 
the battlefields of the campaign. In 
these states the issue between the money 
power and the people will be decided. 
With a large vote in each of these states, 
which are safely democratic under all 
conditions, together with the avowed 
declaration of thousands of republicans 
who cannot support McKinley, the out- 
look for democracy this year’ is most 
assuring. Indiana, Wisconsin and Iowa 
have frequently voted the democratic 
ticket, while the record of republican 
triumphs has been broken more than 
once in Illinois and ONDio. 

From every state in the union the 
most gratifying indications have been 
reported. Even in New England the 
masses are crying aloud for reform, 
while hundreds of democratic voters 
have arisen within a stcne’s throw of 
Wall street. Though somewhat con- 
fident at first, republicans are begin- 
ning to realize that November is but a 
synonym for Waterloo and that Bryan 
is but another name for Wellington. 

The New York World wants to know 
why Mr. Cleveland has never attempted 
to carry out the pledge of international 
bimetallism in the platform of 1892. 
The rest of fhe country will want to 
know why The World wants to worry 
with a chestnut.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Though Charles Dickens, Jr., inherited 


but little of his father’s genius his death 


is a matter of genuine regret on both 
sides of the Atlantic. The renowned au- 
thor of “Pickwick” is such a familiar 
tenant of every American household that 
few who admire Dickens can fail to take 
some interest in his som. At the time ol 
his father’s death young Charles Dickens 
was a clerk in one of the stores of Lon- 
don, being then over thirty-three years 
old. Subsequently he ran a printing estab- 
lishment, but failed. Charles Dickens, Jr., 
visited this country as a lecturer in Oc- 
tober, 1887, and gave readings from his 
father’s works. He was heartily welcomed 
on account of his father’s fame. His first 
appearance was at Chickering hall,when he 
read selections from “Dr. Marigold,’’ the 
trial scene from the “Pickwick Papers,’ 
“The Story of Little Dombey’’ and ‘Mr, 
Bob Sawyer’s Party.’’ A few days previous 
to his last public appearance in this coun- 
try a banquet was tendered to him at Del- 
monico’s, over 200 gentlemen connected 
with the press being present, and speeches 
were made by George William Curtis, W. 
H. Hurlbert, John Russell Young and 
others. Upon this occasion he referred to 
the changes of twenty-five years, and 
promised his entertainers that no copies 
of his father’s ‘“‘American Notes” or ‘‘Mar- 
tin Chuzzlewit’” should from that time 
be used without mention of the changes to 
which he’ had referred. “My object in 
visiting your country,” said Mr. Dickens, 
at that time, “is to read some selections 
from my father’s books which he read him- 
self. So far as the American people are con- 
cerned, by only claim to their attention 
at present is that 1 am my father’s gon. 
Il hope, however, to be able to satisfy them 
that Lam personally not unworthy of their 
regard. At all events, 1 cam assure them 
of one thing, and that is that if I inherit 
anything from my father it is the capacity 
of doing whatever I undertake as well as 
I possibly can, I saw a remark in a copy 
of The Herald which 1 purchased at 
Queenstown to the effect that Americans 
thought no worse of @ man because he 
was a great man’s son, and also that they 
thought no better of him On that account. 
With this idea I thoroughly agree, and 
while 1 know the enormous value of the 
introduction which my name and descent 
gives me, I am perfectiy aware that I 
must also accept the responsibility they 
entail. If American audiences will only 
Say that I am not an unworthy successor 
to my father I shall be amply satisfied.’’

“7 That they can be undone and pros- 
perity restored by pro-silver legislation.”

Where Mr. Cleveland Stands. 
From The Washington Post. 

We take very little account of the stories 
to the effect that Mr. Cleveland is encour- 
aging and inspiring the disaffection within 
the democratic party. A few over-zealous 
cuckoos may be proclaiming secession in 
the belief that it will please their master, 
and Mr. Whitney and others, who had their 
feelings hurt at Chicago, may be playing 
the Achilles act just now; but we find it 
difficult to imagine the president himself 
engaged in—nay, leading~—a conspiracy 
against the party which has lifted him from 
provincial obscurity to dazzling eminence. 

Mr. Cleveland has always been a straight- 
out party man. From those days when he 
carried his lantern and marched with the 
boys in Buffalo down to July, 1892, we have 
of him an unbroken record of party loyalty. 
At home he was always industrious in the 
primaries, always voted the unadulterated 
ticket, always stood by the verdict of the 
majority. Thus it happened that he was 
made sheriff of Erie county, mayor of 
Buffalo, governor of New York, and, finally, 
president of the United States.

“Gray Gables, Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., 
July’ 16, 1892.—Clark Howell. My Dear Sir: 
The receipt of your recent letter has grati- 
fied me exceedingly. It has a tone of true 
democracy about it, and is pervaded with 
the sort of democratic frankness which is 
very pleasing. 

“I think the underlying principle of party 
organization is what you so admirably ex- 
press as an acceptance of the arbitrament 
of the national convention. On the other 
hand, it is as fully the duty of one opposed 
to shut his mind and heart to any feeling 
of irritation or resentment that might be 
allowed to grow out of opposition based 
upon honest judgment and a conscientious 
desire for party success. 

“IT am not surprised, though I am grati- 
fied, by the announcement that from this 
time to the close of the campaign your own 
service and the invaluable influence of The 
Constitution will be devoted to the fight for 
democratic success. It honestly seems to 
me that democrats who are not at this time 
loyal to the cause are recreant to their 
country. 

“Personal advancement of man is noth- 
ing; the triumph of the principles we advo- 
cate is everything. 

“Hoping that me may congratulate each 
other on a glorious result in November, I 
am, yours sincerely, 

“GROVER CLEVELAND.” 

The Atlanta Constitution had vigorously 
opposed the nomination of Mr. Cleveland 
in 1892, but when the convention acted, and 
Mr. Cleveland became the democratic lead- 
er, The Constitution, in common with other 
organs and leaders of the party, accepted 
the result and went to work in gonuine good 
faith for the success of the ticket. Then 
it was that Mr. Howell wrote Mr. Cleve- 
land, assuring him of the cordial support 
of The Constitution and of Georgia demo- 
crats in general. Then it was that Mr. 
Cleveland replied, declaring the underlying 
principle of democracy to be “an acceptance 
of the arbitrament of the national conven- 
tion,” and complimenting Mr, Howell on the

- Gollars if the concession should be granted 
them, but unless such concession was 
granted the company stated that the costly 
building would not be erected. The building 
iot is a small and peculiarly situated one 
and such a magnificent structure would not 
look Well on the lot, according to the com- 

ny. 

rey the meeting of the council two weeks 
ago the petition of the company was ap- 
proved by the council and the matter then 
went to the aldermanic board for separate 
action. Yesterday afternoon it was taken 
up and after discussion was defeated. The 
aldermen stated that granting the petition 
would set a bad precedent and cause other 
property owners to demand the rigi® to 
erect buildings over. sidewalks. 

Colonel Thomas Latham appeared for the 
Mutual company yesterday. He exhibited 
a plan and design of the proposed building 
and a number of photographs of buildings 
of like character in other cities. He ex- 
plained to the board the advantages of 
the building to the city, stating that it 
would bring half a million dollars of out- 
side capital to Atlanta and would give 
hundreds of Atlanta men employment. It 
would also beautify the section of the city 
and add much to the architectural beauty 
of Peachtree street. Colonel Latham said 
that unless the privilege was granted his 
company could not expend more than $00,000 
or $75,000 in erecting a building on the 
small lot. : 

Considerable opposition developed to the 
project and the aldermen finally voted to 
non-concur in the action of the council, de- 
feating the proposition. The plans of the 
building were drawn by Architect Gilbert. 
Alderman Tolbert alone favored the grant- 
ing of the petition of the Mutual company. 
Aldermen Woodward, Colvin and Howell 
voted against it. Mr. Dimmock was not 
present. 


Paving Matter Held Up. 


Marietta street will not be repaved at 
present. The aldermanic board is holding 
up the ordinance directing the relaying of 
the pavement on the street. Action was 
postponed for two weeks longer at yeSter- 
day’s meeting. 

The bid of Hammond Eros. to do the 
work at a certain price was accepted by 
the council, but the contract has not been 
finally acted on. There has been some op- 
position to the plan and it may be defeated 
yet. It was stated yesterday that if the 
street is repaired this year and put in first- 
rate condition it would probably be torn up 
next year again. The water department 
may put down another big main on the 
street in a year or two and then the Con- 
solidated Street Car Company says that it 
will have to tear up the street in twelve or 
eighteen months to put down new cross- 
ties, it having discovered a short time ago 
that the ties now on the street are in bad 
condition and will have tv be replaced. 

Census Will Be Taken. 

The aldermanic board concurred in the 
Ordinance directing the taking of a new 
census. By the ordinance $1,000 is appro- 
priated for the work, which is to be done 
between f£eptember Ist and December 3lst. 
The ordinance now goes to Mayor King for 
approval. He will sign the ordinance to- 
day er tomorrow. 

What Secretary Robinson Says. 

Mr. Roby Robinson, secretary of the Mu- 
tual Building Company, says that his com- 
pany will soon ‘begin the erection of a 
handsome nine-story office building despite 
the action of council. 

“Our company made no fight for the 
privilege of building over the sidewalks,”’ 
said Mr. Robinson last night. “We think 
that the city made a mistake in refusing 
to allow the building to go up as pro- 
We have $600,000 raised for 
the building and would have spent it on the 
structure. The great difference in the cost 
of the building we will now erect would 
have paid the city well for the use of the 
sidewalks in the item of taxes alone. We 
will erect a building costing something be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000, which will not 
bring in the amount of taxes the other 
building would have done by a large sum. 
We figure that the city~would have received 
about $8,000 more each year in taxes if we 
had been allowed to build as first pro- 
posed. ® 

“We offered to meet évery objection to 
the arcade building by agreeing to hold 
the city free from responsibility in every 
way. A great many property owners sign- 
ed our petition and we had no idea that 
there would be objection to the erection 
of the building. It would have been a step 
in the way of progress, and if the half- 
million-dollar building had been erected it 
would have brought that amount of outside 
capital to the city ‘Which will not come 
now, of course. Our building will be much 
smaller and of cheaper material. We will 
erect a good, substantial office building of 
white brick and terra cotta and make it 
@ handsome structure. Work will com- 


mence as soon as we can have the old Pow-. 


ell building torn down. 

“T leave for New York in a day or two 
to perfect arrangements for the erection 
of the building and the work will be push- 
ed to completion. It was not our intention 
to make any land grab. We will not fur- 
ther contend for the right to erect the 
arcade building becaue of the opposition 
to it.

Colonel Hodges Has a Leg Broken.

With the money thus won he went to 
New York and opened a studio. He suc- 
ceeded from the start. He became con- 
nected with Harper Bros.’ establishment 
and served that firm for many years. He 
was at the head of their art bureau for a 
considerable period of time. 

He won great distinction as an artist. 
He was president of the New York Art 
League at the time of his déath and for 
many years previous. He stood among 
the first artists of the country. 

As a critic his standard was high and 
his taste unerring. He won fame no less 
for his judgment of art than for his genius 
in painting. It was this faculty of judg- 
ing the work of others that gave high 
character to the exhibit at the Atlanta ex- 
position. He went to Europe last summer 
for the exposition dd personally secured 
many of the magnificent works that were 
exhibited here. He would have none but 
the best and his standing as an artist gave 
him peculiar advantages in the matter of 
getting what he wanted. 

He made a great success of the art ex- 
hibit here, although the work necessary 
was appalling in extent. He worked: night 
and day and was harrassed with many per- 
plexing questions, 

Horace Bradley was born at Adairsville, 
Ga. His father was James M. Bradley, 
who for a great many years was a conduc- 
tor on the Western and Atlantic road. Mr. 
Bradley commenced his service as conduc- 
tor immediately upon the close of the war. 
When he died in 1876 his brother, Mr. Ho- 
ratio Bradley, succeeded him and is at 
present one of the most popular conductors 
in the service of the road. 

Horace was a born artist, his people say. 
When he was as young as three years he 
used to sketch fancy pictures in the sand. 
He hadn’t learned to wield a pencil, but 
would draw animals and familiar things 
on the ground and the people of the com- 
munity were struck with the peculiar ge- 
nius of the boy. 

When he was five years old he went to 
Rome and there for the first time saw a 
train. As he did with every new thing he 
saw, he sketched the train. 

“I remember it very well,” said his 
brother yesterday. “Horace was struck 
with the train and he drew a picture of it 
right away. It was a good picture, too, 
and although he had no training it showed 
dghat he had great talent.” 

As he grew up the habit of drawing pic- 
tures grew on him and took possession of 
him. He drew men, dogs, horses, land- 
scapes and every thing that struck his 
fancy. His father removed to Atlanta 
when he was quite a young boy and he 
pursued his talent unrelentingly. 

He went to the high school and there 
developed nis natural gift for drawing to a 
great extent. In the drawing classes he 
easily excelled all others. When he grad- 
uated from the Boys’ High school in 1875 
his ability in drawing was -the talk of the 
school. He was regarded as something of 
a wonder. 

His first work after leaving school was 
as near akin to his chosen profession of art 
as he could make it and make a living. He 
obtained employment as a draughtsman 
with Captain Bob Clayton, the present 
city engineer. His ability to do anything 
with a pencil that he chose made him a 
valuable man in this work.

Captain Johnston Predicts a Majority 
of 50,000, at Least. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 23.—(Special.)— 
Captain Johnston is spending this week 
in the counties of the eighth district—the 
extrem® northern counties of the state. 
Reports from them Say that populism has 
been almost entirely wiped out and that 
the former democrats have returned to the 
party of their fathers with the determina- 
tion never to err or stray again. 

Captain Johnston feels confident of the 
success of the state ticket by more than 
50,000 majority and believes’ that the action 
of the state executive committee in letting 
down the bars to those who had strayed 
from the party ranks was one of the most 
fortunate happenings to the democracy of 
Alabama in many years. 

Captain Johnston was asked his opinion 
as to the contention of some that sound 
money democrats who decline to support 
the currency plank odopted by the national 
convention should be withdrawn from the 
stump by the executive committee. He re- 
plied: 

“I do not favor any policy of intolerance. 
Many excellent democrats favor a gold 
standard) and conscientiously believe it 
would be a better policy than that proposed 
by the national convention. I do not be- 
lieve in any policy which would tend to 
run honest democrats out of the party be- 
cause their convictions do not permit them 
to indorse every word of the platform. A 
speaker who would make deliberate war- 
fare on the platform should, of course, be 
withdrawn promptly, but an honest demo- 
crat who expresses a manly and honorable 
difference of opinion regarding some of its 
declarations should not bS too severely 
criticised. We should not hesitate to give 
our brother democrats the proverbial 
‘cooling time.’ ‘The fight in the party in 
this country has been a warm one. Many 
things have been said’ that would best 
have been left unsaid, but it will be found 
that in a surprisingly short while they 
will be forgiven and forgotten. The gold 
men realize that had the sound money the- 
ory prevailed in the Chicago convention 
the free silver democrats of Alabama 
would fall into line. The gold men will do 
the same. There is no doubt in my mind 
as to that. It is not desirable nor advisable 
that we should attempt to dictate to them. 
Their own consciences and love of state 
will bring them around all right. I have 
implicit confidence in the final judgment 
and the fealty of the democracy of Ala- 
bama, and when the final roll is called next 
November they will all be there.”

HIS SON A CORPSE 


Sad Search of a Father for His Lost Boy 
and His Fearfal Discovery. 


WAS STRUCK BY A_ TRAIN 


Runaway, Lad Killed Near Nashville 
Yesterday Morning. 


CAME TO THE GATE CITY FROM PITTSBURG 


Pathetic Scene When the Father Heard 
of the Tragic Fate of 
His Son. 


C. C. Campbell, from Pittsburg, Pa., who | 


was in Atlanta yesterday in search of his 
runaway boy, has located the object of 
his journey, but the discovery was a sad 
one. The boy was killed by a train near 
Nashville, early yesterday morning. 

The heavy hearted father left for Nash- 
ville on the 8 o'clock train last night. He 
will take charge of the remains and return 
to his home. 

Lester Campbell left his home in Pitts- 
burg about four weeks ago. Just why he 
left is a mystery. He had just graduated 
from school and had a happy home. He 
was only fifteen years of age and was al- 
ways known as a boy of: good moral char- 
acter. Campbell left his home with a boy 
by the name of Henry Leckie, of Augusta. 
It was at first thought that the two boys 
had started for that city. 

Soon after his boy left, Mr. Campbell 
started out after him. He has been trav- 
eling for nearly four weeks, visiting nearly 
all the northern and southern cities with- 
out finding any clew, 

In the meantime the country had been 
flooded with circulars giving a description 
of the lost boy and notifying the police to 
look out for him. One of thase circulars 
was received here several weeks ago, but 
the police have seen no trace of the boy 
in this vicinity. 

Came to Atlanfa. 

Wednesday night Mr. Campbell arrived 
in Atlanta. He had thought that his boy 
might possibly be here, and held a long 
consultation with captain Henry Jen- 
nings at the station house. Yesterday 
morning Mr. Campbell called on the su- 
perintendent of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad to know if any boy answering 
Lester’s description had been seen along 
that road. As the railroad man was about 
to reply in the negative he was handed a 
dispatch from Nashville. It stated that 
an unknown boy had been killed by a 
passenger train near the town of Foster- 
ville, on the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad. The boy had been run 
over and his head was severed from his 
body, 

It occurred to Mr. Campbell that 
the unfortunate lad might be his boy, but 
his belief that Laster was in this part of 
the country prompted him to give little 
credence to the theory. He, therefore, left 
the railroad office, leaving a description 
of his son behind. Soon aftem Mr. Camp- 
bell had left another message came to the 
office giving a full description of the dead 
boy. It answered exactly to the descrip- 
tion left by Mr. Campbell. The railroad 
men’ then decided to find Mr. Campbell if 
possible, and notified the police. The fa- 
ther was found by an officer just as he 
was boarding the afternoon train for Au- 
gusta.

FIGHT ON TOMORROW 


Buck’s Struggle for the Leadership One 
of Life or Death. 


THE STORY OF A _ SLATE 


Pledger Compromise Intensified Op- 


position. 


THREE FACTIONS ARE NOW LINED UP 


Tomorrow’s Session in Macon To De- 
termine the Supremacy of the 
Old Leaders. 


The session of the republican state cen- 
tral committee, which is called to convene 
in Macon tomorrow, will establish or break 
the supremecy of Colonel A. E. Buck over 
the party in Georgia. 

There is war to the teeth in the ranks of 
the g. o. p. There is open rebellion in 
camp and it will require all the ingenuity 
of the old bosses to hold the party to- 
gether. Behind all this split-up there looms 
up a neat little game of which the opposi- 
tion to Buck is talking and which dates 
back to the state convention held in At- 
lanta during the last of April. The fight 
that Pledger gave Buck when the McKinley 
campaign was on is well remembered. At 
that time Pledger was leading the anti- 
McKinley forces and he was making a 
harsh fight of it throughout the state. 
Then the republicans were saguine. No 
Bryan had been named and all of the 
Buck crowd were assured of republican 
success in the fall if McKinley was named. 
Colonel Buck was said to be one of the 
original Bill McKinley men. He fought for 
him in the district and state conventions 
with unremitting energy. To get his forces 
in line it was said that Colonel Buck made 
out a slate and as general distributor of 
patronage in the state informed certain 
members of the party that he had placed 
them down for fat jobs in case McKinley 
was elected. 

The state convention came on. Bill Pledg- 
er was still fighting for the Reed combi- 
nation, Suddenly Pledger swerved and car- 
ried his forces over to Buck and McKin- 
ley. What caused this no one knows, but 
it is charged by those who are fighting 
Colonel Buck that he held out to Pledger 
a desirable federal office and gave him to 
understand that he could have it if he 
would stop his work against the man from 
Ohio. This strange bed fellow which Col- 
onel Buck had linked on to his faction 
was a thorn in the flesh of the better ele- 
ment of the republican party. Since that 
time and even during the republican 
national convention they held aloof and de- 
clined to co-operate with Colonel Buck. 
This, it is said, accounted for the defeat 
of Major J. F. Hanson and the election of 
Lyons, of Augusta, on the national com- 
mittee. 

Thus it is that Colonel Buck and his sup- 


porters are face to face with two opposing 
elements in their own party. Upon one 
side is the Love faction, declaring that 
the negro must have a show and threaten- 
ing to cast out the old party leaders. 
These insurgents are championed by Gor- 
don, of The Atlanta Reporter, who casts 
his javelin at Buck with a vicious lunge. 
Fighting Colonel Buck also are those who 
are outraged at his attitude with regard to 
Pledger and whose rage is increased be- 
cause af the appointment of Pledger as 
one of the members of the republican state 
central committee. These are led by 
Walter P. Corbett, of Macon, the former 
United States marshal of the southern dis- 
trict. He has given Colonel Buck notice 
that he will not serve on the committee 
with such men as Pledger and places Col- 
onel Buck in the same class for appoint- 
ing him. It is said that others are to with- 
draw from the committee for the same 
reason and several are siding with the 
Love faction and state that they will make 
the fight out with it. 

Love, who claims to be chairman of the 
committee, will call a meeting of his own 
in a few days. Two state conventions will 
result and two candidates for governor will 
probably be named. The session of Col- 
onel Buck’s committee in Macon next 
Saturday will be a pointer as to how the 
campaign will be conducted. Colonel Buck 
states that he has nothing to say with re- 
gard to the meeting to be held. He has 
confidence that his party will stick to- 
gether and thinks there will be no further 
trouble. 

But the republicans of Georgia are wide 
apart.

DEPOSITS IN GOLD 


They Are Said To Have Caused a Sharp 
Advance Early. 


CLOSE WAS WEAK AND LOWER 
Cotton Showed More Life and Strength 
and Wheat Made a Sharp 
Advance. 


New York, July 23.—The stock market 
today was influenced by the deposits of 
gold at the sub-treasury, the reduction in 
exchange and to an extent by the advices 
from St. Louis regarding the conference 
of the people’s party. At the opening and 
closing the market was rather weak, but 
in the interim it displayed a great deal of 
strength. The opening was disappointing 
owing to the receipt of lower cables from 
London, it having *teen expected that the 
foreigners would buy our stocks in view 
of the efforts making to keep the govern- 
ment on a gold basis. The contrary prov- 
ed true, and in fact the London houses 
took advantage of the high prices to turn 
their paper profits into cash. The early 
decline was equal to 1 per cent: in Sugar 
and about % to % per cent in the general 
run of active issues. In the afternoon 
trading the heavy deposits of gold by the 
banks which resulted in the restoration of 
the treasury gold reserve to the $100,000,000 
mark, and reports from St. Louis that the 
populists would not indorse Bryan after 
ail, started up a lively buying on the part 
of the shorts, and a rise of % to 3% per 
cent followed. Jersey Central, the Grang- 
ers and Industrials led the upward move- 
mrent, and the trading in these issues was 
animated. The bulk of the buying was for 
the short account, although commission 
houses took moderate amounts of the divi- 
dend payers, presumably for investment, 
In the late trading there were realiza- 
tions, and the big bears renewed their at- 
tacks. A decline of %4@1% per cent fol- 
lowed in the general list, while Manhattan 
Gropped to 9314, a loss of 2% per cent. This 
stock was heavy throughout the day. The 
selling by the bear contingent near the 
close was due to information from Bt. 
Louis that the friends of Bryan had cap- 
tured the convention and that he wouid 
be nominated or indorsed. Speculation 
closed steady. Net changes show losses of 
144@% per cent outside of Manhattan, which 
declined 2% per cent.

Vice President St. John spent ‘only one 
day in Auanta, but he stirred things up 
during his brief visit. He must have spent 
@ good part of the day writing letters, for 
he sent one to the executive board of the 
freigth* association, and he addressed an- 
other to Chairman Trammell, of the state 
railroad commission. Both were full of 
giriger. The one to Colonel Tramméll was 
in reply to the commissioner’s letter noti- 
fying him. that the commission would re- 
duce the Seaboard's local rates in Georgia 
to correspond with the cuts in through 
rates. Chairman Trammell stated that he 
deemed it his imperative duty to do this 
to protect the business interests of Geor- 
gia. 

Mr. St. John replies in a long communi- 
cation, in which he charges at the Southern 
railway full tilt and declares that com. 
pany is trying to monopolize all the roads 
in the south and get its hands finally on 
the Western and Atlantic, the state’s own 


‘ poad. He charges that the Southern has 


employed politicians to control the legisla- 
ture, says that it has already defeated 
some candidates and says that it aims at 
getting control of the: railroad commission 
so that it can regulate rates. He claims 
that the Seaboard is the only independent 
line into Atlanta from the east and states 
that he dces not believe the ‘commission 
will take the course threatened when the 
situation is investigated, for he goes on to 
charge that the Southern has already ac- 
quired the East Tennessee, the Central of 
Georgia, the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
the Macon and Northern and controls the 
Georgia and Atlanta and West Point, thus 
destroying competition between what used 
tp be half a dozen competitive lines, 
Mr. St. John’s Reply. 

The lIettér is herewith given in full: 

“Hon. L. N. Trammell, Chairman Rail-< 
road Commission of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: Your esteemed communication 
of the 2ist instant, addressed to me, has 
had my most careful consideration. Ab- 
sence from Portsmouth has prevented the 
receipt of the original communication mail- 
ed to me. I assume, however, that the 


copy appearing in the daily papers of the 


fame date, which I found en route is cor- 
rect, and I deem that the importance of the 
subject and the manifest misapprehension 
thereof, as well as of the situation which 
preceded the same, on the part of the 
commission, calls for correction at the ear- 
liest opportunity. I take this, my earliest 
opportunity upon my arrival this morning 
in Atlanta, for a reply. 

“It is a matter of regret to me that the 
railroad commission of Georgia before pub- 
lishing an intimation of a purpose to take 
action antagonistic to the Seaboard Air- 
Line did not invite a conference with its 
officers and give us an opportunity of 
fully apprizing the honorable commission 
of the necessity for our course—a necessity 
produced by the gravity of the situation 
which railroad affairs in the south, and 
especially in Georgia, now presents. This 
situation, however it may now immediate- 
ly affect the Seaboard Air-Line, threatens 
in a much higher degree the people of this 
state and section, should the efforts of the 
Seaboard Air-Line to check the strides of 
the Southern railway toward a complete 
monopoly and domination of railroad mat- 
ters, including freight rates and their con- 
trol, prove unsuccessful. I feel assured 
that could this conference have been had, 
the commission would have seen that so 
far from the action of the Seaboard Air- 
Line being one which should receive the 
criticism of the commission, the commis- 
Sion to the extent that it could with pro- 
priety and without impairing that perfect 
impartiality which it maintains towara all 
carriers, have approved of the action of 
the Seaboard -Air-Line, instead of giving 
to the public press in advance of commu- 
nication with the Seaboard Air-Line or 
any of its officers the letter above referred 
to, which is calculated to create in the 
public mind the impression that the com- 
mission at least disapproves of our courge, 
even if it does -not intend to cast the 
weight of its great influence upon the side 
of our adversary. 

The Seaboard’s Position. 

“Confident, however, of the justice of 
our course and of the fact that when 
it is understood both your honorable com- 
mission and the public will see that the 
action of the Seaboard Air-Line is one 
that is not only necessary to preserve its 
rights and its ability to compete with the 
Southern Railway Company in this terri- 
tory and prevent that company from be- 


coming able to absolutely dictate its own 


terms as to railroad matters, but is more 
essential to prevent the people of this 
State from coming absolutely under the 
power of a single monopoly, with its at- 
tendant evils of interference in state poli- 
tics, of its attempts to control legislation 
and state officials, and even to dictate the 
personnel and policy of railroad commis- 
sions; evils which in other states have 
closely followed the control therein by one 
railway company of ali competitive lines 
of transportation. I desire to hereby pre- 
sent to the commission the reasons which 
have induced the Seaboard Air-Line to 
adopt its present policy, and by giving this 
letter the same publicity which has been 
given to your letter to me, to let the peo- 
ple understand the situation which now 
confronts them. 

“IT am sure that preconceived opinions 
which either this commission or the peo- 
ple may have received in the absence of 
hearing our side of this matter will dis- 
appear in the light of the full truth, and 
that we may count henceforth upon the 
moral support of both the commission and 
the public in this great contest for com- 
mercial freedom.” 

“A clear understanding of the merits cf 
this situation and of our conduct requires 
me to briefly present a statement of the 
conditions existing when the Seaboard Air- 
Line system began extending its lines into 
Georgia, and of the situation which we 
find existing in Georgia today. 

‘‘In 1886 the state of Georgia chartered the 
Georgia. Carolina and Northern Railway 
Company for the purpose of permitting the 
Seaboard Air-Line system to extend its 
line from Portsmouth, Va., to Atlanta, Ga. 
Mr. John M. Robinson, now deceased, then 
president, was the moving spirit therein, 
and the Seaboard and Roanoke and Raleigh 
and Gaston railroad companies were the 
corporations who were expected to, and 
who did, furnish the money fo build it. 

“This line was built to give competition 
to this state with the old Richmond and 
Danville Railroad Company, then controll- 
ing what is now a part of the Southérn 
railway. One of the safeguards which in- 
duced these companies to embark their 
capital in this enterprise was the assur- 
ance given by the constitution of Georgia 
that they need not fear being bottled up, 
because that instrument forbade, in the

| most explicit terms, the suppression of 


competition and creation of monopoly, and 
prevented the control of railroad corpora- 
tions by any competitor through any con- 
tract or stock ownership. 

“These provisions were engrafted by 
Georgia in the charter granted the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern Railway Com- 
pany, not only as a protection to the peo- 
ple against its becoming dominated by a 
competitor, but as an assurance to !t that 
Georgia would not allow it. 

“I shall hope to show that what Georgia 
has forbidden is the condition which the 
Southern Railway Company is seeking to 
produce, and that our present course is an 
effort to prevent it. At the time when the 
building of the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern Railway was inaugurated 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad 
Company, the East Tennessee, Virginia 


and Georgia Railway Company and the | 


Central Railroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia were three reat comeyt.ve 
Systems centering at Atlan'a, Ga. and 
each under independe at conts>). The West- 
ern and Atlantic railroid wis an independ- 
ent line, and the Georgia avd the Atianta 
and West Point railroads were auxmury 
lines of the Central svstem 


Competing Lines Bought. 

“How is it today? he Southern Ra }- 
way Company, a corporation of V'vginia, 
holds each and every »%ne of the lines {or- 
merly held by the Richmom] and Danville 
and East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgic 
railways, including tlie Georgia Pacitic, 
and, as is well known, owns evecy FNare 
of the capital stock of tha Central of Geor- 
gia railway, which now inc'ades ire Ma- 
con and Northern. if t.as purchased the 
Atlanta and Florida—a read paraitel w the 
Central between Atianta and Fort Vaticy= 
and has absorbed by sto.k owrtership or 
otherwise the Macon and Birmnghem, 
the Georgia Southern and Floruie, Georgia 
Midland and Gulf—and it is sail controls 
the Columbus Southern. 

“Of the lines centering at Atlonta. crly 
the Seaboard Air-Line tow::d tie east and 
the Western and Atlantic to the west are 
free from the domination of this corpora- 
tion. It parallelg each of “hess lines. Its 
Ownership of the ‘ines of the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company and of 
the East Tennessee, Virgini. and Georgia 
Railroad Company, and its complete stock 
ownership of the Cen‘ral of (Cieorgia end 
through it of the Ocean Sieamship C«m- 
pany give it the domiiation of three «cm- 
petitive lines to the erst. Its control 
through the Central ever the Georgia and 
the Atlanta and West Point gives it 
the ability to prevent those roads from ac- 
cording to competitors of the Southern 
those facilitiés which, if in independent 
circumstances, they would cCoubvtless ac- 
cord.

When these reals were acquired 
the Southern railway and its preJecessers 
already controlled parallel and competing 
lines. 

Defying the Constitution. 

**It will clearly be seen that th.» Seuthern 
Railway Company has ac qiired cunirol of 
railroad after railroad in Geor- 
gia, and holds the stock of rail- 
roads in utter defiance of the pro- 


visions of the constitution of this stete—. 


provisions which the supreme court of the 
United States has quite recently held to be 
valid, commendable and enforceable, even 
where it was claimed that tha previous 
charter of the offending corp) ‘ation ai.tbor- 
ized such transactions, vil where they 
held that a control through gt :ckowner- 
ship was as obnoxious to tne ~ nstitution 
as a direct control by lease or purel ase. 
I refer the conrmission to the case where 
Kentucky prevented the Louisvwilie and 
Nashville Railroad Company fem securing 
control of the Chesapeake, Ohi. und South- 
western system, and rhe unon of the 
Northern Pacific railway ane « ec nnpeting 
line was prevented. The cases are fe- 
ported in the 161st volume of United States 
Supreme court reports at pages 646 to 704. 

“The purposes of this flagrant violation 
of the law of this state are patent to all 
who have watched the course of similar 
monopolies in other states. The first pur- 
chase is to crush competition by placing 
themselves in a position where tusiness 
cannot moves any distance without teing 
compelled to traverse their lines. In this 
manner they can, by demanding local 
rates and refusing to make prover through 
rates, except upon their own terms, abso- 
lutely dictate the cost of traaspo-‘tation 
and the routing of all business coming into 
and going out of the state of Ceoria. It 
is easy to perceive that with this control 
of the interstate business they cun ieorce 
shippers upon business which m‘s.ht be 
transacted over the few remairng -nde- 
pendent lines to give such ‘usiaess to 
them. They can, in like manner, by their 
overwhelming influence, force independent 
connections to accord them favcil'ties ard 
to route business by their lines wrJe they 
refuse like facilities to tne ‘ines 9% their 
weaker rivals. It is a vyell-kao-vn fact 
that the Seaboard Air-Line rui:roal has a 
passenger route between Atlania and 
Washington upon which superior time 
could be made between these cities than 
it is possible for the Southern to mukc. If 
the Seaboard Air-Line were able to secure 
from its southern connections proper 
through car arrangements to New Orleans 
and intermediate cities all the benefits of 
competitive travel by two routes, with 
equal service between the south and the 
east, would be afforded the people of this 
section. 

“The Southern owns the route to New 
Orleans via Birmingham. Through its 
control of the Central railroad it compels 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad and 
the Western Railway of Alabama to re- 
fuse those through car arrangements to 
the Seaboard Air-Line which they accord 
to the Southern, while at the same time it 
owns and has practically closed the route 
via Birmingham. 

After the State Road. 

Further instances of great discrimination 
might be given and the history of the 
Southern railway is sufficient to show that 
if it is permitted to carry out-its policy 
every railroad interest in the south as 
well as the commerce of this country will 
be entirely at its mercy. Besides the 
crushing of competition above detailed as 
having gone on in this territory, the South- 
ern railway has recently acquired the con- 
trol of the Cincinnati Southern railway. 
The road is the property of the city of 
Cincinnati and it has for many years leased 
the line. It has been boasted that the 
Southern railway has forced the city of 
Cincinnati to dispose of this, its valuable 
property, at the terms suggested by the 
Southern railway. 

“It does not require much foresight to 
see that with the Seaboard Air-Line 
crushed, after the expiration of the present 
lease of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
no one would be sufficiently foolhardy to 
again lease that property upon anything 
like a fair rental when its eastern con- 
nections were completély within the con- 
trol of the Southern railway, and that the 
Southern railway would force the sale of 
the state’s property at a price to be dic- 
tated by it. 

“It is a well-known fact that the finan- 
cial powers which dominate the Southern 
railway likewise control the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company. The securi- 
ty which the state has for its lease is 
of a value but slightly exceeding a ‘ingle 
year's rejital. That the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad will not contend with 
the Southern has been demonstrated by the

lease and the value of the state’s proper- 
ty, it is manifest that they will find no 
difficulty or effective hindrance in rzilroad 
circles in so doing. 
“The same observations, which have been 
made in regard to the state road lease 
will well apply, with equal force, to the 
Georgia railroad. It is an open. secret that 
parties high in the councils of the Southern 
railway have stated that the rental paid 
for the Georgia railroad is far in excess of 
what should be paid, and that as other 
railroad properties have reduced their fixed 
charges this rental should come down. 
“Whenever the Southern railway deems 
it has become sufficiently powerful, the 
holders of these securities may look for- 
ward to an attack being made upon the 
Georgia railroad lease and to a destruction 
of the values of their present holdings. 
“That it is the purpose of this corpora- 
tion to dominate this state, if it can pos- 
sibly do so, is apparent from surface indi- 
cations, which point to much below the 
Surface that one can only surmise. 


Political Lawyers. 

‘Already do we see parties employed as 
attorneys of the Southern railway who 
have no fixed duties in the courthouse ard 
apparently do not attend to any litiga- 
tion, but who can always be found at po- 
litical gatherings, at nominating con- 
ventions and in attendance upon sessions 
of the legislature. It is atready reported 
that legislative candidates who have been 
supposed. to have entertained veéews an- 
tagonistic to the Southern raijway, have 


experienced the weight of its political in- 


fluence thrown into the scale and have 
been defeated for the legislaiure. It is 
also currently reported that cther gentle- 
men occupying professional relations to the 
Southern railway are prominent candidates 
for the legislature, and even fer high posi- 
tions therein. Rumor has it that a selec- 
tion has already been made cf 2 candi- 
date for governor to succeed the present 
excellent executive, whom it is understood 
will leave the office at the expiration of 
the next term and whose admirable and 
just administration to all interests has 
been a matter of congratulation to the 
State. 

“It is an easy step if the legislative and 
executive branch of the government can 
be controlled to render the powers of a 
railroad commission absolutely mull, and 
it is also to be apprehended that should 
the Southern railway succeed in repeating 
in Georgia that political domination which 
it is said that another railroad established 
in a sister state, the commission will be 
filled with persons who will take care of 
the interests of this dominant railroad, in- 
stead of pursuing that course of justice to 
the railroads and to the people, and of 
fearlessness in resisting corporate greed, 
which has heretofore: made the railrcad 
commission of Georgia under the presti- 
dency of yourself and your excellent pre- 
decessors the model for railroad commis- 
sions throughout the country. 

Attack on the Seaboard. 

“The Southern Railway Company real- 
izes that. the Seaboard Air-Line system 
stands as an insurperable obstacle to this 
programme. It has therefore attacked the 
Seaboard Air-Line system and is cndeavor- 
ing to break it down in that manner which 
it deems the most certain to secure that 
result. This method is by depriving it of 
its connections, and having shorn it of 
these (its natural defenses) tien ef crush- 
ing it. 

“The Southern Railway Company has 
had a line to Baltimore for years via West 
Point and the steamboat line from that 
port, (a majority of the capital siock of 
which is controlled by the Southern rail- 
way). This line is over forty miles short- 
ér than its present line to Norfolk. Recent- 
ly, without any apparent sufficient reason, 
the Southern railway made arrangements 
for running into Norfolk. Having done 
this and ostensibly desiring to establish 
competition with the Seaboard Air-Line 
to Baltimore, the Bay Line, which has been 
for years the Seaboard Air-Line’s method 
of reaching Baltomore, offered to the 
Southern railway to give it exactly the 
game terms and facilities for handling its 
freight between Norfolk and Paltimore 
that it did to the Seaboard Air-Line. This, 
however, did not suit the Southern rail- 
way. It alleged that the Bay Line was too 
closely allied to the Seaboard Air-Line to 
suit it. Then the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation Company, which is the 
Southern railway’s preferred connection on 
its business from Boston offered to give 
the Southern every facility for business 
from Norfolk to Baltimore. Each of these 
is an old established line, favored by ship- 
pers, and with every facility for handling 
the business, not only now but for years 
to come. The Seaboard Air-Line was quite 
ready to have the Southern compete with 
it upon equal terms, put the Southern de- 
sired to cripple the Seaboard Air-Line and 
its connections in order to shut out sucn 
competition; it therefore rejected the 
offer of the established boat lines 
and at a greatly increased 
expense instituted a line of its own on 
the bay. Mad this line been necessary to 
secure competition it might have been justi- 
fied in inaugurating it, but it afforded no 
other or further competition than nad al- 
ready been offered by the lines on the bay. 
The business done between Baltimore and 
Norfolk barely pays the existing lines. 
That business is manifestly insufficient 
to sustain another. The only effect of 
such a line ia to cripple the Bay Line 
If, however, the Bay Line can be crippled 
to such an extent that the Southern rail- 
way can drive it out of business, ‘or fol- 
lowing its favorite policy, purchase tiie 
competing line, it would then be able to 
deny to the Seaboard Air-Line competent 
facilities between Norfolk and Baltimore 
in connection with its business. It is frank 
to say that such a deprivation might seri 
ously damage the Seaboard Air-Line and 
might place it in a position where it would 
be unable to sustain itself, and should 
finanadal embarrassments happen, it might 
afford to the Southern Railway Company 
the opportunity of doing that which it has 
been engaged in throughout the south, 
namely purchasing the Seaboard Air-Line 
and extinguishing it asa competitor. 

“The Seahoard Air-Line system is com- 
posed of roads which have not, like the 
Southern railway lines, gone through a se- 
ries of receiverships and foreclosures, but 
its principal lines are owned by the origi- 
nal companies who built them and they 
propose, as far as possible, to protect their 
stockholders and security holders. A ma- 
jority of the stock of the Seaboard Air- 
line and of the Bay Line is in hands 
where it cannot be purchased by the South- 
ern railway, and it will so remain for the 
future if the Scaboaid Air-Liné&®can con- 
tinue to heve the support of the people. 
It confidently looks to the people for that 
support. Its flaced charges are much less 
per mile than are these of the Southern 
railway, while its dead roads include an 
infinitesimal mileage. This is not the case 
with the Southern railway. Much of their 
mileage will not more than pay for its op- 
erating expenses on a low basis. 

In Self-Defense. 

“With the Southern’s heavy capitaliza- 

tion, held largely in Wall street, the 
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Seaboard Air-Line system felt that its prop- | 
er way to repel this attack, to preserve its 
integrity, defend its allies, maintain itself 
as a competitor of the Southern and to 
preserve to the people of this and other 
states, whose chartered rights it holds, 
operating the rallroads directly under 
charters granted by such states, and not 
as a foreign corporation who refuses to ac- 
cept citizenship within the states in which 
it operates, was to adopt that course 
which alone was left it for defense, name- 
ly, to make such: through rates for busi- 
ness traversing the lines of steamships 
attacked by the Southern as will secure 


‘for those steamship lines that volume of 


business of which the Southern has sought 
to deprive them, and also so curtail the 
revenue of its rival system, which is bound 
to draw from the people a large net reve- 
nue in order to ray interest upon its heavy 
capitalization as to compel] it to forego the 
policy of extermination which it had 
adopted. 

“The effort has been persistently made 
to hold up the Seaboard Air-Line as a 
willful disorganizer in traffic matters in 
tnis territory. This effort is in keeping 
with the course and conduct of our adver- 
Saries. The Seaboard Alir-Line has had 
persistently to fight efforts to create physi- 
cal pools of iratiic, to resist boycotts made 
against it, to contend with all manner of 
discriminations which have heer endeav- 
ored to he practiced upon it. It has 
sought to give to the people that reasona- 
ble, prompt and economical service which 
its superior facilities and lower capitaliza- 
tion enable it to offer, and for this it has 
met with the antagonism cf this great 
monoplistic corporation. The battle which 
it is now waging is one in which the in- 
terest of the people is deeply involved. 
Whatever temporary disturbances of local 
rates may ensue, the manufacturers of this 
state are receiving upon competitive busi- 
ness to the east the advantages of these 
reductions. But More than that, if the 
Seaboard Air-Line is supported they are 
waging a fight for the people which will 
prevent them from being ih the course of 
the near future bourd hand and foot and 
turned over to the Southern railway to be 
charged such rates of freight and passen- 
ger tariffs as to it may seem good. 

'Don’t} Discriminate. 

So far as the intimation conveyed in your 
letter that the railroad commission will re- 
duce rates within the state proportionate 
to the reduction made on through rates, 
such a reduction operating upon all lines 
of railroad within the state will meet-with 
no oppositien from the Seaboard Air-Line 
system. Such a reduction attempted to be 
enforced against the Seaboard Air-Line 
System alone, I am satisfied this commis- 
sion, upon a consideration of the question, 
will not attempt--not only because it would 
be a siding on the part of the commission 
with the Southern Kailway Company in 
this contest, but because it would be so 
manifestly an attempt on the part ofthe 
commission to control interstate conimerce, 
that I know so well informed a body as 
the railroad commission of Georgia will 
rot undertake such action. 

“In conclusion, permit me to say that 
there is no interest in this state, except 
the interest of the Southern railway, which 
is not deeply concerned in the success of 
the Seaboard Air-Line in this contest. The 
issue is whether or not the people of this 
State shall have the advantage of that 
competition which their constitution guar- 
antees to them, whether or not a single 
railway system can come into this state 
and in defiance of that constitution throt- 
tle competition, create a monopoly and 
prevent any one from raising his voice to 
utter a protest against this violation of 
fundamental law. 

“In this contest we appeal to the rail- 
way commission of Georgia, which has al- 
ways stood for the rights of the people, 
and which, while doing even-handed justice 
to the railway interests, hos prevented 
any infringement upon the rights of the 
people, to lend us their moral support, and 
net by any action of theirs to throw the 
weight of their great influence upon the 
side of our adversary. 

‘“T trust that yowwill pardon the léngth 
of this letter, but ‘the magnitude of the 
interests involved, their great importance 
not only to ourselves, but, as I respectfully 
conccive, to the entire people of the state, 
have rendered this full statement of the 
situation and of our position in the matter 
a duty which I owe no less to the railroad 
commission than to the people. 

‘Trusting that henceforth the railroad 
commission will stand with the Seaboard 
Air-Line in this matter, I am, very re- 
spectfully, E. ST. JOHN,

Dr. Holmes was appointed to the unex- 
pired term of three vears dating from last 
January. The following order was issued 
by Gevernor Atkinson: 

“Whereas, By the resignation of Dr. John 
©. Olmstead, which has this day been ac- 
cepted, a vacancy exists in the board of 
medical examiners of the state. it is or- 
dered that J. B. S. Holmes, M. D., be, and 
is, hereby appointed a member of said 
board to fill the vacancy aforesaid for the 
unexpired term of three years from Janu- 
ary 7, 1896.’’ 

WANTS $5,000 DAMAGES.

CONVICTS WILL RIDE 


Western and Atlantic Makes a Satisfactory 


Rate for Hauling Them. 


SPECIAL TRAIN RUNS MONDAY 


Convicts Will March from Bolton to 
Chattahoochee. 


CASE OF COMPANY NUMBER ONE NEXT UP 


The Governor May Cancel the Lease 
of That Company and Take the 
Convicts Away from It. 


Arrangements have been made for the 
removal of the convicts from the three 
camps at the Dade Coal mines. 

The convicts will be hauled from the 
camps to Fulton county via the Western 
and Atlantic. railroad. The differences be- 
tween the lease companies and the railroad 
were adjusted yesterday morning. ‘The 
railroad company offered a - satisfactory 
rate for the hauling of the convicts and the 
details of the matter were then agreed 


upon, 

The parties Interested declined to give out 
the rate agreed upon. There are about 450 
convicts to be removed and the lease com- 
panies asked for a special rate, which the 
ruilroad companies at tirst declined to 
grant, The companies threatened = to 
march the convicts through the country 
and the result was that a satisfactory rate 
Was agreed upon yesterday morning. 

Captain J. W. English conducted the ar- 
rangements of the matter and he left for 
Columbus when the agreement was reach- 
ed. Mr. George W. Parrott was asked 
ubout the matter but he said that Captain 
English had arranged it. it 
that the railroad company will 
something like $2,000 for hauling the con- 
victs., 

Judge J. S. Turner, principal keeper of 
the penitentiary, and Assistant Keeper 
Moore, and others of the department, will 
leave Atlanta Sunday night for Cole City, 
Rising Fawn and Bartow camps, where 
the cOnvicts are, and ‘the officials will direct 
the removal of the criminals. The details 
of ‘the responsible work are being ar- 
ranged and every precaution will be taken 
to ‘nsure the safety of the eonvicts and 
the certainty of their arrival at the camps 
of the Chattahoochee Brick Company, 
near Atlanta. <All of the men are to be 
turned over to the Chattahoochee Brick 
Company and held at the camps of that 
company until final arrangements are 
made to distribute the men to the several 
Camp owners throughout the state. The 
convicts have been apportioned out, as 
Stated yesterday, and they will remain at 
the Chattahoochee camps but a short time. 

Many of the convicts will go to middle 
and south Georgia to work in the lumber 
districts. Wadley, Bainbridge and other 
places will get a part of the men and the 
change will be one of importance to the 
convicts, Some of them will be nearer 
home and others farther away. It is sug- 
gested that the removal of some of the 
men to the malarial climate of south Geor- 
gia may result unfavorably for them 
The convicts will be brought down from 
north Georgia on a train of about 
ten coaches. The train will leave the camps 
early Monday morning and it is expected 
that it will reach Bolton some time Monh- 
day afternoon, The convicts will disembark

enthusiastic meeting of the company and 
a list of the men to begin practice shoot- 
ing was made out and the gentiemen to 
compose the team were notified. 

The team will begin work at once and 
will practice daily until the time for it 


to leave for the contest. 
The championship for the United States 


in rifle contests is now held by the Sa- 
vannah Volunteer Guards, and seven of 
the ten prizes offered last year at the 
meet were won by Georgia oompanies. The 
Horse Guard will leave prepared to win 
and it will carry a splendid team along. 

The team selected Iast night is composed 
of gome of the best shots in the state, 
and it has an excellent chance for victory. 
The men are practical marksmen and 
crack shots and with the practice they 
will receive within the next four weeks 
an easy victory is expected by their 
friends im the city. 

The contest at Sea Girt is one of both 
national and international importance, and 
in addition to many Georgia troops being 
present, teams from all portions of the 
world will be invited. A large purse has 
been secured and many prizes will be of- 
fered. In addition the medals and trophies 
are to be distributed to the victors. 

The list of gentlemen from which the 
team is to be selected is as follows: W. B. 
Browne, A. G. Ballard, F. W. Benteen, 
L. J. Daniel, George M. Hope, William Ly- 
cett, B. R. Padgett, W. P. Walker, W. B. 
fT. Wilson, O. M. Ray and Captain J. S. 
Dozier. These gentlemen will begin a daily 
practice and will meet on the range and 
perfect themselves in marksmanship until 
the team leaves for Sea Girt. 

The shoot will consist of rifle firing at 
targets from the 200, 300, 500 and 600 lines, 
and each man will be given seven shots. 
On the skirmish line twenty shots will be 
given each marksman. A special prize 
will be offered for the successful shot from 
the 1,000 yard line.

NEGRO DAILY OUT FOR BRYAN. 


Editor Thompson Tells Why His Pa- 


per Is Demecratic. 
“Could the negroes see their condition as 


I do, every voter of them would cast their 
ballots for Bryan and Sewall.”’ 


The speaker was John W. Thompson, one 


of the leading colored men of the south, and 
who is editor and proprietor of the only 


negro daily newspaper in the United 


States—The Daily Opinion. 


Thompson is a negro far above the aver- 


age in intelligence and business ability, and 
has always had the respect*and confidence 
of the white people, and understands well 


his own race and the relationship of the 


races, 


“There are,” continued Thompson, ‘a 


large number of my race who thought that 
because President Cleveland 


‘turned me 
down’ when I was an applicant for the 
position of minister to Hayti, that I would 
go into the republican camps. Such an idea 
never entered my head. I am a democrat 
from principle, and not for spoils of office, 
and my every effort in the coming cam- 
paign shall be to get my race to embark on 
the safe old democratic ship. My paper, 
The Daily Opinion, the only negro daily 
known in this country, is for Bryan and 
free free silver. I said editorially a few 
ays ago that when it comes to the financial 
question the negro must unquestionably be 
with the democratic party on silver. So far 
as I can see, nothing promises to bring a 
change for the better quicker than the 
election of a democratic president and the 
free coinage of silver.- Naturally, the ne- 
gro of the south has a kindly feeling for the 
white people, among whom they have al- 
ways lived. This kindly feeling has been 
planted, grown and cultivated by a constant 
mingling together from childhood. This 
same feeling of good will, and you might 
say of affection, is also in evidence on the 
part of the whites. The negro, where his 
ability will atlow, fills every place in the 
homes and trusted quarters of the whites. 
Where proper considerations are shown, 
there is never friction between them. The 
negro is no longer tied to the republican 
party. He has been taught to think and 
act for himself, and while they have all 
along been inclined to follow the demo- 
cratic party, the present administration has 
put them in such a mixed and muddled 
condition that they are simply on the guess. 
I cannot help but believe that Mr. Bryan 


will be elected, and I feel confident that he 
will be the true and steadfast friend of all 


the people, regardless of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. This is 
what all right-thinking people want—a 


president for all the people. Such a chief 
magistrate, I honestly believe, will be found 
in the election of Mr. Bryan, and for this 
reason I shall labor in season and out of 
Season to secure his election. Of course my 
people want recognition, but we only want 
such offices and positions as it is agreed 
upon by the.whole people should be filled 
by the colored man. No well-meaning col- 
ored man wants a place which would breed 
trouble. I want to see the two races live 
in harmony—in peace and plenty—and I be- 
lieve this condition of affairs can be 
brought about. by the colored man cutting 
loose from the republican party and casting 
their fortunes with Bryan, democracy and 
free silver. This is the only salvation for 
the negro.”’ 

Thompson has been a democrat for more 
than twenty years, and says he has never 
had cause to regret his affiliating with the 
party. He was born near Opelika, Ala., in 
1855; attended public schools of Opelika and 
Columbus, and the Lincoln Normal school 
at Marion, Ala.; graduated from the Mid- 
way, Ala., academy in 1879, and began the 
publication of The People’s Journal at 
Columbus, Ga., but afterwards moved the 
publication office to Jacksonville, Fla. He 
gave unqualified support to both state and 
national democratic tickets, and the influ- 
ence of his paper and himself have been 
of material force in directing the negroes to 
independent thought, and in dividing their 
vote. His policy has been to publish noth- 
ing, editorially or otherwise, that might 
cause friction between the whites and 
negroes. He has made a careful study of 
the adndigion of affairs touching race 
troubles, and says: 

“I found the cause nearly always to 
be three-fold. First, misleading teach- 
ings of republican workers of the 
baser sort; second, the conduct of a class 
of thoughtless, careless whites; third, un- 
recessary provocation on the part of the 
negroes themselves. I have urged the 
negroes to be peaceable and law-abiding; to 
avoid race wars, strikes and everything 
tending to a breach of the peace or opposi- 
tion to the will our best white people.’”’ 


. When Thompson was an applicant for 


minister to Hayti he was indorsed by many 
of the leading men of the United States, 
in both public and private life.

STARTS OUT AFRESH 


New Southern Chautauqua Assembly 
Formed Yesterday. 


MRS. HELMER’S GENEROUS GIFT 


Donates a Large Tract of Land to the 
Assembly—Session for Next 
Month. 


A new southern chautauqua assembly 
was formed yesterday. The old chautau- 
qua, of which Governor W. J. Northen 
was president, went to pieces last year, 
and was never revived, 

Yesterday in the hall of the Chautauqua 
Literary and Scientific Circle an entirely 
new organization, with a new set of by- 
laws and new officers. The present move- 
ment was started by Mrs. Adele Gill Hel- 
mer, of Decatur, who promised to donate 
a tract of land to the assembly if it could 
be organized and would meet once a year 
on the grounds. The assembly Was organ- 
ized yesterday and,the deed was presented 
and accepted. In the deed it is stipulated 
that the grounds cannot be used for other 
than chautauqua purposés and can 
never be mortgaged or sold. If these 
conditions are not observed the property 
is to revert to the original owner. 

The property that Mrs. Helmer donated to 
the assembly is an ideal place for the 
chautauqua meetings. It consists of ten 
and a half acres and ig only 200 feet dis- 
tant from Silver lake. This is the beauti- 
ful lake that is about twelve miles from 
Atlanta on the Peachtree road. The deed 
which was given also says that all revenue 
from the chautauqua meetings must be 
used in improving the land, and it is not 
to be mortgaged nor is it Hable for any 
debts contracted by the assembly. After 
the acceptance of the deed a vote of thanks 
was given Mrs. Helmer, 

The officers elected are as follows: Presi- 
dent, W. M. Everett; vice president, Dr. 
A. R. Holderby; second vice president, Dr. 
J. C. Murray; corresponding secretary, Mrs. 
B. F. Pim; recording secretary, A. E. Led- 
den; treasurer, Mrs. Lissette Hetzel; super- 
intendent, Dr. C. P. Williamson; auditors, 
Mrs. M. L. McLendon and Miss D. Klein. 
Bishop J. H. Vincent waS chosen chancel- 
lor. Bishop Vincent is one of the recog- 
nized leaders of the chautauqua in the 
United States. 

It was also decided yesterday to hold a 
meeting of the chautauqua assembly on 
the grounds at Silver lake from the 8th to 
the 18th of August. The Societies of the 
Christian Endeavor, the Baptist Young 
People’s Union, the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union and all other similar 
organizations are invited to participate in 
the meetings, and a separate day will be 
devoted to each of the societies. 

The assembly adjourned to meet again 
next Tuesday at 3:30 p. m., when the elec- 
tion of a board of trustees will take place.

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CONVICTS FILE SUIT 


Claim They Were Entitled to a Discount 
Bécause of Good Behavior. 


$20,000 DAMAGES WANTED 


Ben Johnson, of Penitentiary Camp 
No, 3, Beaten After He Should 
Have Been Released. 


Two convicts claiming to have been de 
tained in the state penitentiary after their 
terms of sentence had expired have filed 
suit in the superior court for $20,000 dam- 
ages. 

The suits were filed yesterday morning 
and the cases will be reached at the next 
term of the court. 

Ben Johnson, who was sent up from 
Oglethorpe county for five years, claims he 
was entitled to eleven months off for good 
behavior, but was not given his liberty by 
Penietentiary camp No. 3, says he has been 
damaged in the amount of $10,000 and he 
asks that the court remunerate him by 
rendering a judgment against the camp in 
that amount. 

Lewis Taylor, sent up for seven years 
from Liberty county, on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder, claims seven- 
teen months off for good behavior and al- 
leges he did not receive this discount from 
penitentiary camp No. 1. He asks for 
$10,000 damages on the same grounds as 
those set forth in the other suit. 

The trial of the cases when they are 
reached in the superior court will bring out 
the terms under which the lessees receive 
the convicts, and to what extent the peni- 
tentlary companies are liable to the men 
who wear the stripes. An important legal 
question is also just under the surface, 
and the cases will be fought by the peni- 
tentlary companies through their attor- 
neys. 

Ben Johnson was convicted ‘of larceny 
after trust in the superior court of Ogle- 
thorpe county and given a sentence of 
five years in the penitentiary. On July 7, 
1891, he was sent to penitentiary camp No. 
8. Under the usual custom, a sentence of 
five years gives a deduction of eleven 
months for good behavior. If a convict is 
guilty of bad conduct this discount is not 
given him, but he is required to serve out 
the entire time. Johnson claims in his pe- 
tition that he was a faithful employe, and 
though he wore the stripes and was brand- 
ed a felon, he served his employers as he 
would have done had be been employed at 
wages. 

Calculating upon the discount for good 
behavior, Johnson should have been releas- 


‘ed from the penitentiary on June 7th, this 


year, but he shows such was not the case. 
Not only does he claim he was compelled 
to remain at the camps and work when he 
should have been at liberty, but he says 
he was brutally whipped and beaten by 
the guards on June 15th, and has since 
that time been very ill on account of the 
treatment received. He says the lash was 
applied with fearful force and he was 
beaten for a long time. 

Lewis Taylor was convicted of an as- 
Sault with intent to murder and was sent 
up from Liberty county for seven years. 
Under the law he claims seventeen months 
off for good behavior, but his petition says 
he is still working as a convict, though his 
deportment has been exceedingly good. It 
is shown by his attorneys that he should 
have been released from the penitentiary 
last December. 

The penitentiary camps will probably en- 
deavor to show that the convicts who are 
the plaintiffs in the cases were not en- 
titled to good behavior and consequently 
should have served out the full sentence.

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RAIN CAUSES DAMAGE 


Peaches, Grapes and Watermelons Said 
*To Be Badly Injured. 


CORN AND COTTON SUFFER 


Continued Rains Have Brought High 
Water and the Creek and River 
Bottoms Have Been Flooded. 


The continued rains that have laid the 
dust in the city and cooled the heated at- 
mosphere has been playing sed havoc with 
the fruit orop throughout the state. 

As a result of the rains which have been 
almost a daily occurrence the peaches are 
falling from the trees and the grapes have 
begin to sour and fall from the vines, 

The watermelon has not escaped 
the vines have become thoroughly soaked 
with water and in many localities the 
melon has been almost totally destroyed 
on account of too much rain. 

To all the crops the rain has brought 
damage and the cotton and corn have com- 
menced to suffer. The upland corn has 
probably been benefited, it is said, but the 
crops in the bottoms have been in many 
almost completely washed away. 
Along the creek and river bottoms the 
high water has flooded the fields and the 
stalks have been borne down to the 
ground and the ear has rotted in the mud 
and sand, 

Reports received in the agricultural de- 
partment at the capitol show that all the 
crops have been more or less damaged on 
account of the rain, and if the wet weather 
should continue many days longer the dam- 
age might be a great deal more than has 
been anticipated. 

Several weeks ago rain was” greatly 
needed and when it began to fall the 
farmers and fruit growers were happy, but 
as the rain increased and each day wit- 
nessed a heavier downpour the fruit grow- 
ers became alarmed and they saw thelr 
crops were in danger. The rain continued 
and the peaches began to drop from the 
trees. The grapes were next affected, and 
last of all were the watermelons to be in- 
jured., 

“Tl am afraid the fruit crop has been con- 
siderably damaged,” said the secretary in 
the office of agriculture vesterday. ‘“‘The 
rain has been too frequent and too heavy 
and the peaches and grapes are falling off 
very fast. The rain will cut the crop 
short and will greatly interfere with ship- 
ments to eastern markets. 

“The watermeion crop has been seriously 
injured and the vines are rotting as well 
as the fruit. The ground has become thor- 
oughly wet and the melons are rapidly de- 
caying before they have time to ripen.” 

The corn and cotton crop along the Chat- 
tahoochee river has been seriously dam- 
aged and nearly all of the bottom corn has 
been under the water und bent and 
twisted on account of the flood. In many 
fieids the cotton boll is beginning to drop 
and the stalks have been weighted down 
o the grown, so that when the bolls open 
the slightest rains may stain the product. 

Indications at present point to more pro- 
pitious weather and the rains may hoid up 
long enough now for the crops to receive 
the benefit they will have under favorable 
circumstances.

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THERE’S NO WOMAN iw IT. 


That’s What Colonel Denson Says of 
the McCullough Case. 

Colonel Denson, the ex-congressman 
from Alabama who is employed to defend 
John McCollough, the alleged Clayton 
county murderer, is working every slight- 
est bit of evidence he is able to get hold 
of in favor of his client. 

Very soon after Colonel Denson was 
employed by Mr. J. E. McCollough, brother 
of the prisoner, to defend McCollough, he 
went down to Jonesboro and to Riverdale, 
the immediate site of the murder, and be- 
gan his work collecting testimony in the 
case. Realizing that he had an uphill 
business defending McCollough against 
whom the sentiment of the citizens of 
Clayton was so strong, Colonel Denson 
took hold of every little piece of evidence 
in favor of his client and when the trial 
comes off he will be able to use such to 
its best effect. 

It will be remembered that at the time 
of the sensational tragedy there was a re- 
port to the effect that McCollough loved 
another woman and this was the cause 
attribu‘ed by those who were his accusers 
for the awful crime of wife murder. This 
theory and belief first found existence 
when Dr. Dodd, a young physician of 
Clayton county, testified before the coro- 
ner’s inquest that McCollough had come 
to him some time previous to the murdef 
and asked him for a drug that would pro- 
duce a criminal result. Perhaps this testi- 
mony engendered the first belief of Mce- 
Cullough’s guilt among the people of Riv- 
erdale, and certain it is that it worked the 
feeling against him to a perilous degree. 
The people knew that-for such a crime 
there must be a cause, and what reason 
would be more plausible than another wo- 
man they knew not, therefore they readi- 
ly acceptd the theory that McCollough 
killed his wife on account of another wo- 
man and sensational developments have 
been expected on this line, It was proved 
by the testimony before the coroner's jury 
and is generally attested to by the people 
of Riverdale, that McCollough treated his 
wife well; that they acted affectionately 
toward each other, and that there was no 
unpleasantness to mar their lives and peo- 
ple have looked vainly for ‘any other 
cause for the killing save that cause/of 
another woman, and now if the defense 
could prove that there is not an outside 
woman in the case it would look much 


brighter for McCollough. 

“This is just what we are going to 
prove,’ said Colonel Denson yesterday. 
“Yes, we have knocked up that clew about 
the wagon standard and now we are g0- 
ing to knock up that woman theory. The 
other side has abandoned that clew of the 
wagon standard since we have shown that 
the standard did not fit in McCollough’s 
wagon and there is absolutely nothing in 
that tale about the woman.” 

Colonel Denson was reminded that Dr. 
Dodd, a reputable physician of Clayton, 
had testified that McCollough had come to 
him for a drug to produce criminal effects. 

“That's all right. There’s nothing in that 
theory, and it will also be abandoned,” the 
attorney said. ‘‘We have investigated that 
part of the case fully and are ready ,to 
meet that theory. Ll am perfectly Satis- 
fied that if McCollough is convicted, then 
there is danger in a man being loyal and 
affectionate to his wife. lt has been proved 
that McCollough and his wife were most 
affectionate. Just the day before the kill- 
ing McCollough swept the yards for his 
wife and helped her around the house as 
he was iu the habit of doing. Why, if they 
convict McCollough, it is a dangerous 
thing for a man to be affectionate to his 
wife.” 

McCullough at Police Headquarters. 

As McCollough has not as yet been given 
a commitment trial he has not been re- 
moved to the Fulton county jail, but Still 
occupies a cell at police headquarters, He 
is holding up pretty well under the cir- 
cumstances, though he looks somewhat 
haggard. It is the wish of McCollough’s 
friends and relatives that he stay at the 
station house and not be removed to the 
jail. 

Colonel Denson, McCollougth’s counsel, 
has never seen this client. Al! his dealings 
and conferences are held with the pris- 
oner’s brother, Mr. J. E. McCollough.
